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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING. 

Major Gen. Theodore Schwan, U.S.A., and the Hon. 
David Jayne Hill have written letters to Lieut. Gen. 
s. B. M. Young, U.S.A., expressing their approval of 
General Young’s proposed amendment to the Selective 
Service law which would give military training to all 
youths in the United States beginning at the age of nine- 
teen. General Schwan says in a long analysis of this 
amendment and its effect: 

“General Young declares that for every man on the 
firing line three men should be held in reserve prepared 
to fill up the gaps sure to occur. This estimate is by no 
means excessive. Many instances are of record in the 
present war of entire regiments being annihilated or 
captured in a single battle or a single day. The armies 
of the Entente as well as those of their adversaries had 
at the outbreak of the war systems in perfect working 
order (and since probably elaborated) such as that shown 
to be necessary. Our Army alone is as yet- without one. 
In point of fact, except for the recent provision for a 
long term enlistment of which only part is served with 
the colors—a provision, the merits of which there has not 
been sufficient time to test—we have never had a scien- 
tifically organized system of reserves. In the late Civil 
War, depleted regiments were, as a rule, replaced by 
fresh and unseasoned organizations. In his memoirs 
General Sherman pointed out the folly of this course, re- 
marking that Wisconsin alone filled up with recruits the 
skeletons of its war-tried regiments instead of disband- 
ing them. The result was, he declared, that one Wis- 
consin regiment was reckoned the equal of two from other 
states. The amendment suggested by General Young 
would supply, at least in some measure, this very serious 
lack.” 

Mr. Hill’s statement reads: “I desire to assure you of 
my hearty support of the amendment you have proposed 
to the Draft law: “The main hope of averting a great 
national calamity lies in the adoption of universal mili- 
tary training and preparation for service, if required. 
Rightly administered, it will do much also to improve the 
physical health, the character, and the standard of citi- 
zenship of our young men. Combined with an under- 
standing of our institutions and the principles upon which 
they are founded, suéh training will not lead to militar- 
ism in the Prussian sense, but to a true conception of 
organized liberty, which can exist only where there is 
the will to defend it.” 

Col. Robert L. Howze, U.S.A., made a statement in 
Soston on Noy. 27 in relation to the adoption of a sys- 
tem of universal military training in the course of which 
he said: 

“Official statistics show that of 2,824,265 men who 
entered the Union Army during the Civil War, all but 
665,137 were less than twenty-two years of age, and of 
these latter only 46,626 exceeded the age of twenty-four 
years. According to the latest report of the result of the 
Draft law the number of registrants is 9,600,000 of whom 
approximately 2,000,000 will qualify, and the total yield 
of both drafts is 1,374,000. It follows that, after de- 
ducting from the estimated number of eligibles the num- 
ber selected by the first draft and to be selected by the 
second, only 626,000 remain available for service, or less 
than one-third found by experience to be necessary to 
repair the ravages and diseases caused by war conditions. 
Approximately 1,000,000 males arrive annually at mili- 
tary age in this country. If Congress should authorize a 
nilitary training law in the form of an amendment to 
the present draft law, to become effective, say, Jan. 5, 
1918, a remedy for this disquieting deficiency of 3,496,000 
would thereby ‘be supplied in large part..even though reg- 
istrants less than twenty-one years old, while liable to 
service in camps of instruction, would not be called to 
active service at the front until reaching the age of 
twenty-one years. It would likewise prepare the way 
for a great desideratum and a permanent policy based on 
equal compulsory service.” 


CAMPAIGN FOR UNIVERSAL TRAINING. 


The National Security League through its 280 branches, 
is planning the celebration of a universal military train- 
ing day on Jan. 19. In New York city there will be a 
luncheon at the Hotel Astor on Dee. 22, at which the 
guests of honor will be Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
and author of the first universal military training bill, 
and Representative Kahn, of California, who led the 
fight in the House for the passage of the President’s 
Selective Service law. S. Stanwood Menken, president of 
the league, will be toastmaster. Similar luncheons or 
meetings will be held in other cities. The league’s poll 
of Congress shows forty-four Senators and 167 Repre- 
sentatives in favor of a universal military training law. 
A poll taken at Camp Grant recently of nearly 8,000 
men showed that ninety-seven out of every 100 of the 
soldiers there favored universal military training. 

Mr. Menken, as president of the league, sent a letter 
to Secretary of War Baker recently in which he charged 
the Secretary with inconsistency and change of position 
in his repudiation of universal military training in his 
annual report. In the course of that letter Mr. Menken 
wrote: “I know that some years ago you beleved that 
war could not come to this country. I find you again 
revert to the possibility of universal peace. I would re- 
spectfully suggest that, while that should be the aspira- 
tien of all, experience has proved the error of that ideal- 
ism. The present difficulties in Washington are due to 
two things—the absence of a citizenry trained to arms 
and the total disregard of the demands for preparedness 
which were manifest to us all from the day of the out- 
break of the European war. The great struggle of your 
Department has been to overcome in six months the neg- 
lect of three years, and if the policy of universal obliga- 
torv military training is not adopted at the present time 
you are paving the way for a repetition of existing con- 
ditions of strain and danger at a time when we may not 
have the benefit of the same patriotic leadership as that 
of Mr. Wilson.”

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In spite of the country’s demands on her shipbuilding 
plants for war craft and cargo carriers one Italian ship- 
yard has recently sold three submarines to Spain. Ac- 
cording to the Revista Maritima these craft has the fol- 
lowing characteristics: Displacement when immersed, 200 
tons; displacement when emersed, 318; maximum length, 
45.63 metres; maximum width outside framework, 4.22 
metres; maximum depth from keel, 3.00 metres; height of 
the deck beyond the line of flotation (in normal condi- 
tions), 1.09m.; reserve of maximum flotation, forty-five 
per cent.; ditto with the superstructure open, twenty-one 
per cent. These vessels belong to a type regarded as 
specially suitable for coastal defense, and for such use 
have been particularly employed in the Adriatic. The

Among other things, this board will doe- 
cide which contractors may receive advances on cont; 
from the Government’s funds and to what extent 
aid will be given in each case. 

Final plans for the reorganization of the Council of 
National Defense, which will do away with the Advisory 
Committees and place at the head of various sections ex- 
perts who will sever their connections with private ¢or- 
porations involved, were announced Dee. 7. Action along 
this line was taken because under the provisions of the 
Food Control bill corporations whose officials served on 
advisory committees under Government appointment were 
not permitted to enter into contracts with the Govern- 
ment.

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JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL’S OPINIONS. 

An enlisted man who refuses to undergo a surgical 
operation cannot be court-martialed unless the specifica- 
tion of the charges against him contain the statement that 
there is no danger of fatal consequences. Pvt. Brady EF. 
Cross, Co. G, 150th Inf., was found guilty under the 96th 
Article of War by a court-martial assembled at Camp 
Shelby, Miss., of refusing to undergo an operation. He 
was sentenced to two months’ imprisonment, but the 
Judge Advocate General holds the entire procedure null 
and void because of the failure of the attending surgeon 
to state that the operation was “without risk to the life 
of the soldier.” 

In reply to an informal inquiry from The Adjutant 
General, the Judge Advocate General ‘has submitted an 
opinion stating that enlisted men in the Regular Army 
who are transferred to any one of the component parts of 
the Army are entitled to be retired at the expiration of 
the legal term, and that service with the forces to which 
they are transferred must be counted teward this period. 








COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Several Coast Artillery Reserve Corps officers were 
ordered into active service at the headquarters of the 


Coast Artillery Training Camp at Fort Monroe on Aug. 
15 to report to Fort Dupont on Aug. 29 with the under- 
standing that they were to have the interval between 
Aug. 15 and Aug. 29 in which to procure their personal 
equipment. A question has arisen as to from what date 
they should be entitled to pay; that is, whether their pay 
should begin on Aug. 15 or on the date that they started 
to obey the order assigning them to duty at the coast 
defenses of the Delaware. The Comptroller has decided, 
in the single case submitted as representing all the off- 
cers assigned to duty at the same time to these same de- 
fenses, that the officer “returned to his home from the 
training camp after receiving his commission on Aug. 15, 
and that “it is therefore clearly apparent that Fort 
Dupont was his first station under his commission” ; and 
that he is entitled “to draw pay for active duty from the 
date on which it was necessary for him to start from his 
home in order to report at Fort Dupont on Aug. 2u. 
The Comptroller adds: “In fixing the date when it was 
necessary for him to start, the time required to ! ake 
the journey by the shortest usually traveled route sh yuld 
be the decisive factor.” : , : 

A lieutenant in the Navy who was detailed for inspec- 
tion duty between points in and around New York city 
within the limits of the harbor made a claim for, an 4b 
lowance of $65 for mid-day meals for two periods 10 
1916. The officer was regularly attached to the receiving 
ship at the New York Navy Yard and his claim, was base 
on the fact that he had provided to take his ae 
meals at the officers’ mess on the receiving ship. and that 
owing to his absence on “inspection duty” it was ae 
practicable to return in time to take these meals on _ 
ship. The Comptroller, in disallowing his claim, sta al 
that “claimant’s orders assigning him said acre 
duty contain specific authority for repeated +g 
the territory described therein” and that “it would s 
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appear that claimant was in possession of information 
that said additional duty would require his absence from 
ship during the mid-day meal period * and that 
he should have made provisions for proper allowance on 
his mess account (on board ship) for mid-day meals on 
such dates as he may be absent on said ‘additional in- 
spection duty.’ Failure on the part of the claimant to 
have had arranged for or to have secured said allowance 
does not entitle him to reimbursement for expenditures 
made for mid-day meals while performing said additional 
duty.” 

‘he Comptroller states that he is of the opinion “that 
when an officer of the Navy occupies quarters in a lo- 
cality where no expense is incurred for the heating of 
the same he is not entitled to a money allowance for 
heat,” This decision was made in the case of an appeal 
made by an assistant paymaster of. the Navy for a dis- 
allowance made by the Auditor against a claim for heat 








allowance for quarters occupied at Guam, claimant havy- 
ing certified that “no cooking or heating whatsoever was 
done at his residence during his period of duty at Guam 
because all of his meals were taken at a publie eating 
house.” The claimant did not adduce as testimony, it 
appears, what the temperature was at Guam while he 
was stationed there. 
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NAVY RETIRED OFFICERS ON ACTIVE DUTY. 

The war has called back into active service nearly 500 
retired officers of the Navy, and 138 former officers who 
resigned in past two years to enter civil life are now 
serving in the Fleet Naval Reserve. There are twenty- 
two retired rear admirals, eighteen commodores and 
thirty-four captains on active duty, including many who 
have held important commands in the Spanish-American 
War, on service in Mexican waters and in other opera- 
tions of the Navy. Seventy-nine retired commanders are 
in active service, thirty-six lieutenant commanders, thirty 
lieutenants, twenty-five lieutenants (J.G.), twenty-eight 
ensigns, and many others in various other grades. One 
retired surgeon general, three medical inspectors, six 
medical directors, eight surgeons, five passed assistant 
surgeons and four assistant surgeons are on active ser- 
vice. Former Secretary of the Navy Truman H. New- 
berry has been commissioned lieutenant commander, the 
highest temporary rank that could be given him under 
the law, and is now in command of the Naval Reserve 
Force of the Third District, New York. Among the re- 
tired officers now on active duty are the following:

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HEALTH CONDITIONS AT CAMPS. 

Health conditions at National Guard and National 
Army camps in the United States for the week ending 
Dec. 7 as reported to the Surgeon General of the Army 
for that week are as follows: 

National Guard—Measles continues to decrease and no 
longer constitutes a problem in the camps of. the 30th, 
81st, 38th and 39th Divisions. The number of new cases 
of the disease has somewhat increased in the 34th and 
35th Divisions, and considerably in the 36th Division, 
although the number of cases remaining under treatment 
in this Division is less than at the end of last week. Pneu- 
monia following measles has greatly increased in the 36th 
Division. It has also increased in the 38th Division, and 
slightly in the 34th and 39th Divisions. In the other 
camps where measles has extensively prevailed, the num- 
ber of new cases of pneumonia reported during the week 
has greatly decreased. The number of cases of pneumonia 
occurring independently of measles appears in nearly all 
divisions as scattered cases and in relatively small num- 
bers. This is true of all camps both of the National 
Guard and National Army. Fifteen cases of menin- 
gitis were reported from the 35th Division during the 
week. Two other divisions reported six cases and one 
division reported seven cases. Not much change has oc- 
curred in the disease rates of the 27th, 28th, 29th, 32d, 
33d and 40th Divisions. A decided improvement is noted 
in the rates of the 41st Division. 

National Army—In three divisions of the National 
Army, communicable diseases prevail to a noticeable ex- 
tent. The Sist Division reports a considerable increase in 
the number of cases of pneumonia following measles, and 
also of meningitis. The pneumonia rate continues high 
in the 87th Division and the number of cases of measles 
has somewhat increased. The outbreak of scarlet fever 
reported in this Division still continues. The 90th Divi- 
sion reported a high rate for pneumonia. Both pneu- 
monia and meningitis in the 89th Division have decreased 
decidedly. No cases of meningitis are reported in ten out 
of the sixteen National Army Divisions. _ ; 

The non-effective rate for the entire National Guard in 
the United States was, for the last day covered by the 
report, 45.8 per thousand (43.9 on Nov. 30) ; the admis- 
sion rate for disease during the week, 35.5 per thousand 
(27.8 for the preceding week) ; the non-effective rate for 
the National Army was 36 per thousand (32.5 the preced- 
ing week) ; the admission rate for disease, 34.1 per thou- 
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sand (27.3 for the week before). The lowest sick rate for 
the week in the National Guard is in the 28th Division 
9.2 per thousand; the highest is the 36th Division, 167.9 
per thousand. In the National Army the lowest is the 
79th Division, 10.6 per thousand; the highest is the 90th 
Division, #04 per thousand. Six National Guard Divi- 
sions show a lower sick rate than during the preceding 
week and eight show a higher rate; one National Army 
Division shows a lower rate than in the preceding week 
and fifteen show a higher rate. : 


GERMANY’S MUNITIONS SUPPLY. 


In an interesting review of the German munitions 
supply the Engineer of London, England, points out ‘that 
in the first weeks of the campaign the hostile fire was 
overwhelming. Not only did the Germans possess an 
immense numerical superiority in guns, but apparently 
no limit was set upon their rate of fire. Nor was it 
only in field guns that the German predominance was so 
marked. Where the Allies were using heavy howitzers 
singly, the Germans employed them by batteries, and 
the German weapons were, as a rule, of superior caliber ; 
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A MMitHiNtiViHi iin: retrieve his lost supremacy. On the contrary, the Ge 
man industrial system has for a year or mors been 
driven at its utmost capacity, under a scheme of na 
tional service which in scope and thoroughness far ex 
ceeds the most drastic proposals that have been m; n 
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thus during August and September, 1914. the enemy 
enjoyed an indisputable supremacy in artillery fire, not 
only in the West, but along the Russian front as well, 
for it is well known that Hindenburg’s’ spectacular vic- 
tory among the Masurian lakes was due almost entirely 
to the crushing weight of his gunfire. At the Battle of 
the Marne the German bombardment, though still in- 
tense, was perceptibly less than it had been during the 
Anglo-French retreat, and from then to the following 
spring the German batteries, both heavy and light, were 
compelled to practice an unaccustomed economy. At 
that time British military authorities were not yet fully 
alive to the vital importance of the artillery arm, and 
for this lack of perception our troops at the front suf- 
fered heavily. tut the insistent call for shells was at 





last heard, and the response was, and still is, on a scale 
which represents one of the greatest achievements in 
the history of national industry. 

“At no time within the past year,” the Engineer con- 
tinues, “has our artillery been handicapped in the small- 
est degree by a dearth of ammunition. We are continu- 
ally adding to the number of our guns of every caliber 
and technical improvements now enable these weapons 
to be worked more rapidly than ever, yet the supply of 
shells keeps pace with the expenditure. Furthermore, 
we have made large contributions to the artillery re- 
sources of our Allies. 

“But if the Allies have gained the upper hand in the 
vitally important element of gun power, it would be 
wrong to suppose that the enemy has made no effort to 


this side. It is difficult to obtain exact particulars, py 
we gather that the entire male population of Ge: ' 
between the ages of eighteen and fifty is now ler 
compulsion to serve either in the fighting force in 
the war factories. The women, too, are no longs ‘ 
agents, though it is not quite clear how far the co il 
sory system has been extended to them. It is known, 
however, that the adult female dependents of men at 
the front are virtually forced to do war work r 
threat of having their separation allowances curtail 
“To take only the ten years preceding 1914, we sx d 
say that Germany’s output of armament material, ‘ 
spective of warships, was as great as that of B n. 
France and Russia combined. Besides the Krupp estab 
lishments there were many state arsenals in |; i, 
Saxony and Bavaria continuously at work, the magni- 
tude of their output bearing no relation to the n il 
requirements even of Germany’s vast armaments. Thus 


she began the conflict with an immense stock of ni 
tions already in hand, and the state factories in ery 
part of the country provided the nucleus of th: ym- 
prehensive industrial organization for war purposes 


which we see in operation to-day. Unless due weight js 
given to the pre-war conditions in the respective coun- 
tries, full justice cannot be done to the achievement of 


our own industry in overtaking the long German id. 
For several months now the German output appears to 
have been at its maximum, yet we have still kept ahead 


and ‘have not yet reached our own limit. What, then 
will happen when the United States has completed thy 


mobilization of its manufacturing resources, and when 
the workshops of the Union, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, are pouring forth ammunition and equipment

COMPLIMENTS TO THE CAMPS. 
Military camps in the United States have always been 
the seats-of sensation and abuse for the newspapers. Fed 
on reports springing from this wretched policy the home- 
keeping relatives of our soldiers grow restive and alarmed 
until finally their distress begins to react on the sol- 
diers themselves with the inevitable tendency that the 





morale of our fighting men is lowered if this spirit is 
allowed to continue. Fortunately the men in the camps 
are too happily occupied, in this present war, to 

much attention to alarmist reports of their 
if they heed them at all. But there is an occasional 
civilian who realizes the bad effect such misrepresentation 


“sufferings” 


of military camps may have on the morale of the people 
at large and he does his best to correct it by investigat- 
ing conditions at the camps and then writing a letter to 
a paper which presents camp conditions in their true 
light. We take extracts from two such admirable letters. 

One letter written to the New York Evening Post is 
by a man who had “visited recently more than a dozen 
camps and cantonments occupied by troops from the 
Regular Army, the old National Guard, volunteers and 
drafted men. They were located on the shores of the 
Great Lakes, on Long Island, and in New Jersey, Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas, Georgia, and Alabama.” Of the 
men and their surroundings he writes: 

“Complaints, even in confidence, are few; while ap- 
preciation of good leadership is freely expressed. The 
health of the men. is very generally good. Among such 
great numbers of men need will exist for hospitals. These 
are usually well handled, if the word of the men them- 
selves be accepted. The spirits of the men are high; and 
both in quarters and in field work there is an unmistak 
able manifestation of liking the job. Yet it is apparent 
to the most casual observer that the personal comforts 
of the men are much less considered than they would be 
in school or college; but they are probably as well pro- 
vided as in the camps that business enterprise would 
establish in a new country for the skilled men of their 
field forces. I do not mean that this should be the meas 
ure of our soldiers’ treatment by their country; but it 
is used on a basis of familiar comparison. * * * It 
was a very conspicuous fact that among all the men with 
whom I talked, both among those I knew and strangers, 
there was nothing said which could fairly be called 
complaint.” 

Another letter written to the Boston Transcript, which 
opens with a strong protest against the “hypercritical 
attitude” of that paper toward Camp Devens in par 
ticular. This correspondent writes: 

“I went to Camp Devens several times when it was 
nearing completion, and since the drafted men began to 
arrive have become a frequent visitor. I have roamed 
about the place for miles, have been in barracks and 1D 
officers’ quarters, have inspected the sanitary arrange- 
ments, the hospitals and the numerous installations for 
the proper care of the men. In general comment I have 
to express only praise and admiration for the great work 
that has been accomplished—and this is only one of six- 
teen similar establishments. I believe that the food is 
far better than in nine-tenths of the homes of the men, 
and in the average restaurant. The cleanliness of every- 
thing might be an example to thousands of them. he 
sanitary arrangements, the care in selection of water 
supply, the medical attention, the facilities for bathing- 
all are admirable. There has been much unfavorable 
comment on the heating arrangements, yet any manu- 
facturer who has had experience in heating buildings— 
separated in an extensive plant—will tell you that this 
is the best that is known. ' 

“I wish to say a few words about the commanding offi- 
cers in charge of our training camps, so far as they have 
come under my observation. During the first training 
camp period last summer at Plattsburg, I spent there 
almost all of the week-ends, talking with the candidates, 
watching their training, and hearing their comments. | 
have had many intimate friends among our West Point 
graduates of former years, and I have always shared th 
generally high opinion of the thoroughness and excellence 
of the training, and the high quality of the men who be- 
come officers in our Army. But last summer I had a 
chance to see the practical value of this training in 8° 
of its aspects in observing the work of these officers 
training men who would later become their compan! 
in this present war. I have only unstinted praise 1 
what I saw; the thorough discipline, the gentleness 
sternness, the high standard of conduct impressed upot 
the men—all aroused my profound admiration. Phe 
work done by Colonel Wolf and his assistants is now 
flected in the work which their pupils are doing at Camp 
Devens, where the actual routine of immediate traimins 
is done by men most of whom, five months before, h id 
never had military experience of any kind. From what 
I have learned at Camp Devens, I know that the same 
kindliness and fine spirit is shown by General Hodges 
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ar officers. Even in dealing with that despicable 


creature, the ‘conscientious objector’—for whom I would 
provide a firing squad—an amazing tolerance is shown.”

“Owing to the present state of flux of the Army due 
to shifting and new personnel, it is incumbent on com- 
manding officers of all degrees to carefully enforce all 
provisions of Army regulations and customs of the Ser- 


vice regarding military courtesy. Laxity in the ob- 
servance of courtesies is indicative of poor discipline, 
and makes for a less smooth and efficient performance 
of duty. 


“In bringing the observance of courtesies to the high 
standard demanded by military discipline, friendly coun- 
sel tu junior officers will be the greatest factor. No offi- 
cer should resent the advice of superiors as to social 
conduct and the observance of courtesies any more than 
he would ‘resent having explained to liim the manner of 
performance of some official duty of which he lacked 
knowledge. The efficient performance of official duties 


and due observance of courtesies go hand in hand to 
complete the high standard required of officers. 

“One provision of Army Regulations which is often 
disregarded is that contained in paragraph 406, sub- 


paragraph 6, reading: 

“*As a rule juniors will give way to seniors, and at 
all times juniors will show deference to their seniors 
and will not ignore their presence.’ lies 

“The most apparent violations of the spirit of this 
paragraph occur in clubs and other places where officers 
congregate socially, and in large social gatherings. Usu- 
ally the circumstances are such that a formal salute is 
hot appropriate. Where circumstances preclude the 
recognition of the presence of superiors by a military 
salute, common courtesy alone, were it not supported by 
Regulations, would demand some other action than to- 
tally ignoring the presence of superiors or simply star- 
ing at them. The ordinary amenities of social life pre- 
scribe another course in analogous cases, and inexperi-, 
enced juniors whenever they find themselves wondering 
Whether they should or should not introduce themselves 
to superiors or recognize their presence in some other 
way. will find almost invariably that the decision should 
be affirmative. 

“It is not possible to lay down hard and fast rules to 
govern in such matters, but the following advice to a 
Junior should be a sufficient guide: 

In the presence of a superior if a salute is proper, 
make it; if circumstances are such that a military sa- 
lute is not appropriate, use one of the usual forms of 
courteous salutation; and if not acquainted with the 
superior and it is possible without being discourteous, 
Introduce yourself or get a mutual acquaintance to in- 
troduce you. Go out of your way to be courteous.’ 

“Wilfully ignoring the presence of a superior is a 
flag int discourtesy of which no officer should be guilty. 
Superiors are invariably glad to make the acquaintance 
of juniors, and juniors should not be deterred by diffi- 
fence or indecision from comporting themselves as their 
sent-manhly instincts dictate they should. Juniors, in 
imtroducing themselves, should be careful to clearly pro- 
hounce their names, and state the organization to which 
they belong. Seniors in reciprocating should avoid in- 


ifference and show the juniors their courtesy is appre-

THE CHIEF OF STAFF’S REPORT. 
® The annual report for 1917 of Major Gen. Hugh L. 
PBcott, U.S.A., as Chief of Staff is dated Sept. 22 and in 
Feommon with most of the annual reports this year is 
Pmarkedly smaller in size than previous reports, and is 
Salso without Army statistics that were hitherto an essen- 
tial and informative detail of the report. General Scott 
explains both of these conditions by pointing out, “the 
Bfact that we are in the midst of war with a shrewd and 
Ppoverful enemy makes it undesirable to touch upon some 
Matters which would otherwise be dealt with in this re- 
sport; moreover my absence in Russia, the great press of 
Sbusiness since my return, and my impending departure 
for France, have left too little time in which to make 
@dequate comment upon all of them were such a course 
Snow prudent.” 
General Scott devotes the first nine pages of the re- 
port to a most complete and exhaustive study of the 
General Staff, its history, enforced weaknesses, and what 
Pit should be. He says that without the “small category 
Of officers educated in general staff work” created by the 
‘Staff College and the War College “the confusion, delay 
and disappointments of 1898 would have been repeated 
Mand magnified in 1917” and he states that when a state of 
War was declared against Germany on April 6 “only 
Ptwenty officers were available for the huge work suddenly 
iplaced upon the General Staff in Washington.” Of these 
Officers “nine were employed by the Chief of Staff in his 
fice on duties prescribed for him by law, viz, the co- 
S0rdination and supervision of the entire Military Estab- 
‘lishment; upon the remaining eleven devolved ‘the study 
bof military problems, the preparation of plans for the 
Rational defense, and the utilization of the military forces 
nin time of war.’” General Scott lays the blame for this 
“paucity of officers for work of such unparalleled im- 
Eportance” upon the Act of Congress of June 3, 1916, 
hich limited the number of officers who could be ag- 
figned to the General Staff to fifty-five and which pro- 
hibited more than half of these being employed upon any 
duty in or near Washington. He adds: -“It is not too 
such to say that a hundred officers could have been use- 
fully occupied on matters for which only eleven were 
Gyailable.” The partial relief of this situation afforded 
y the Act of May 18, 1917, which increased the General 
Btaff Corps to ninety-one officers, actually only added 
Morty-seven to the staff, and this was after the passage of 
Mthe act, of course. “Had they been there in February,” 
Mays General Scott, “and the months following, prepara- 
Mons for our entrance into the war would have been im- 
sproved and hastened.” He points out that the General 
Mtaff of most European armies have their problems solved 
Wefore the outbreak of hostilities, but with us Congress 
lad first to prescribe the method of raising our Army 
Or war, and then there had to be created “the organiza- 
Htion of the complex service of the rear,” the preparation 
f manuals for the instruction of officers, various man- 
Mals for Artillery and Infantry in the division camps, 
mind the preparation of no fewer than seventy-three 
Pamphlets dealing with special and frequently secret fea- 
es of the present method of warfare by the Intelli- 
Bence Service, which has also had to be expanded many 
fold. 
» A special appeal is made for legislation that will give 
Office of the Chief of Staff its true powers “and re- 
e all impediments to his command, subject to the Sec- 


retary’s orders, of the line of the Army, and to his duty 
of co-ordination the work of all the staff departments.” 
General Scott points out that “in any army unity of 
command is absolutely essential to secure prompt de- 
cisions and rapid execution of them.” He says that this 
unity of command exists only imperfectly in our Army 
and for that reason the best results of any Chief of 
Staff’s work never can be realized. He touches on the 
matter of the Chief of Staff never having been fully ac- 
corded the real powers of his office and says that “there 
still seems to exist a shrinking from saying quite boldly 
that, under the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff 
commands the Army and has all the power and responsi- 
bility which this situation implies.” He renews recollec- 
tions of the old differences that existed between the bu- 
reau chiefs and the Chief of Staff and makes recommenda- 
tions for a “clear cut organization of the War Depart- 
ment to be effected as soon as possible in order to meet 
our present and future problems promptly and effec- 
tively.” 

Among General Scott’s recommendations along this line 
are that, under the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff 
should actually command the Army; that the office of 
the. Chief of Staff should have a better balanced organiza- 
tion which would necessitate the appointing of a “chief 
of Cavalry, of Infantry, or of Field Artillery,” the need 
for these chiefs being brought home just now by Gen- 
eral Scott’s brief resumé of the increases of these several 
arms of the Service since the outbreak of the war. He 
also recommends that: “The Adjutant General’s office 
should become the record division or section of the Gen- 
eral Staff, with a chief at its head appointed in the 
Same manner as are other chiefs.of the various parts of 
the General Staff. There now remain only four officers 
who are permanent members of this department. I recom- 
mend that they be transferred to the line and immediately 
detailed for work in the General Staff during the con- 
tinuance of the war. The Adjutant General of the Army 
has talents of the highest order, which would be of great 
value to the Secretary of War were he a member of the 
General Staff during the present emergency, becoming a 
general in the line after its close. These arrangements 
necessarily imply the abolishing of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office as a separate staff department, since its 
functions of recommendation and command would dis- 
appear or be absorbed by various sections of the General 
Staff; its purely clerical duties would be performed as 
now, but by a section of the General Staff.” 

3rief summaries are made of the work of the several 
departments during the past year including the Quarter- 
master Corps, Signal Corps, Ordnance Department (of 
which General Scott says it “is now expending in four 
hours what prior to the war it expended in one year”), 
the Medical and other staff departments. He makes a 
strong recommendation for the principle of compulsory 
military training and hopes and believes that “we will 
never return to the volunteer system except for oversea 
service, and that even for this duty volunteers will be 
sought solely from men already trained under a perma- 
nent system which will compel all the able-bodied youths 
of the land to prepare themselves by at least one year 
of service to defend their country.” General Scott be- 
lieves that special rewards should be given to both offi- 
cers and men of these overseas forces both in the way of 
increased pay and more rapid promotion than those serv- 
ing at home. There are summaries of the work of the 
Reserve Officers’ training camps and corps, the situa- 
tion on the Mexican border, a reference to the visits of 
Allied officers to: this country and the admirable work 
they are doing as instructors, and repetitions-of the 
recommendatioas as to details to permanent staff corps 
and the Detached Service law similar to those in his last 
annual report. The appendixes in the report include the 
“Opinion of the Secretary of War on the Act of June 3, 
1916,” and “Examples of the Application of General Staff 
Principles to Current Military Problems.” 
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WHERE THE REAL_SNOBBISHNESS LIES. 

For some strange reason, the original impulse of, which 
is not easily found, there has flared up again in the 
newspapers of this country and in the speech of our 
public men one of those unfounded and senseless attacks 
on Army customs that every so often disgraces both our 
civilian press and our representatives in Congress.

“Abolish the Salute,” from Kansas City; and “An Ap- 
peal for Democracy in the Army,” from the Charlotte 
News. The author of the suggestion that the salute 
should be abolished wants to know “why should en- 
listed men salute officers, tell me?” Answering the 
question for himself (out of an encompassing ignorance 
of what the salute stands for and wholly ignoring the 
fact that the officer also has to return the private’s 
salute) he says: “What inferiority did the uniform put 
on the private, the corporal or the sergeant, that the 
wearer must send his hand to his hat the minute another 
man—as good, but not better—hove in sight? It does 
not make a better man of the non-com. or the private, 
and it does tend to make a supercilious person of an 
otherwise ordinary person.” 

The writer of the editorial appeal for a “greater 
democracy in the Army” in the Charlotte News is griev- 
ously troubled by the fact that the officers and men at 
Camp Greene do not fraternize at the social entertain- 
ments given for them by the kindly and hospitable peo- 
ple of Charlotte and he draws the inference from this 
condition of affairs that the enlisted man is put in a posi- 
tion of social inferiority by the officer, The writer ex- 





presses this editorial desire: “The News longs to see the 
officers and privates walking together upon the streets 
of Charlotte .n terms of perfect equality. The News 
longs to see officers and privates attending all social 
functions, upon terms of perfect equality. The News 
longs to see this embarrassment occasioned in the homes 
of Charlotte when officers and privates meet, done away 
with, so that all the citizens of Charlotte may feel per- 
fectly free to invite officers and privates together, to the 
end that they may sit around our tables in social inte 
course and upon terms of perfect equality.” 

Now the first of these writers is nothing but a vulgar 
snob who creates a distinction between officer and man 
that does not exist now and never has existed in the 
American Army. To talk of “inferiority” in the social 
sense is both vicious and absurd although at the present 
time its viciousness is its unpardonable fault and one 
which smacks of the kind of Socialistic outpourings which 
tend to land a writer within the meshes of the Depart- 
ment of- Justice. As to the second writer he is well- 
intentioned but hopelessly ignorant of Army customs, 
as well those of the rnlisted man as of the officer. 
Happily enough he ji< answered by one of our readers, 
himself a non-commissioned officer of twenty-three years’ 
service, who has zent us one of the numerous clippings 
we have received containing this editorial. Our non- 
commissioned officer correspondent protests against the 
editorial on the grounds that “it is as wrong as anything 
can be” and points out that what the ignorant civilian 
thinks is some form of snobbery is really only a part of 
that discipline without which no army can exist. Our. 
correspondent adds, for good measure, that he thinks “we 
have far too little discipline in the Army at present,” a 
criticism in which he has been joined, as it happens, by 
General Pershing. When the enlisted man, and the com- 
manding general of our forces abroad are of one mind as 
to the need of discipline it would seem that civilians 
might accept that idea as one worth cultivating. At least 
they might try to understand it and not represent dis- 
cipline as having some social attributes which exist only 
in the civilian mind. 

From Representative John F. Miller, who was one of 
the party of Congressmen who visited the western front 
recently, we have had another exhibition of gross ignor- 
ance of Army customs in a speech he made in the House 
on Dec. 14. Said Mr. Miller: “I saw things in France 
that I do not like to talk of, but I saw fighting men that 
we sent over there, men sent by the United States, strong, 
young, virile Americans, whom we paid to go to France 
to fight the battles of civilization, some of them blacking 
the shoes of officers and burnishing them. That is de- 
structive of the morale of the Army, and more so, of 
course, of an Army raised in a democracy like ours, where 
every man is supposed to be as geod as his neighbor. 
We should instill some of these things into the American 
Army. It occurs to me that any Army officer who has a 
decent respect for the uniform of his Army would not 
ask any soldier wearing the uniform of the Republic to 
be his body servant.” 

Of course that is pure bunkum and Mr. Miller prob- 
ably knows it is. He has learned little in his tour of 
that place of vast armies if he does not know that no 
officer in the American Army can order any enlisted 
man to black his shoes or perform any other service of 
that nature. He must also know that there are always 
enlisted men who do such work willingly for the extra 
pay and perquisites it brings them. Does Mr. Miller 
lessen the respect he has for the ordinary coat of a 
civilian when he has a man wearing a similar coat clean 
his boots or act as his body servant? 

The cold truth of this matter is that no real soldier 
ever thinks of or talks about social superiority or in- 
feriority in connection with officer and private in our 
Army. All discussion of this kind invariably emanates 
from the civilian mind and is usually done for some pur- 
pose more or less base. The real seat of this kind of 
snobbishness lies in the minds of such writers and talkers 
as those we have quoted; and if they could be persuaded 
to give a little time to observing Army life and thought 
to its philosophy of discipline their brains would soon be 
swept clean of all this preposterdus nonsense about some- 
thing that exists only in their own ignorant imaginations, 





Meyer London, the Socialist member of Congress from 
New York city, cast the one vote in opposition to the 
declaration of war against the Austro-Hungarian Em- 


pire on the grounds that his party did not believe in waf-~ 


The German Socialists gave the lie to this statement of 
Socialist faith at the outbreak of the great war and now 
we have the testimony of Hugh Gibson, first secretary of 
the American Legation in Brussels, that the Belgian 
Socialists also disproved Mr. London’s polittal state- 
ment. Mr. Gibson tells in his new book “A Journal from 
Our Legation in Belgium” of how on Aug. 3, 1914, when 
the King of Belgium in addressing Parliament asked the 
question: “Are you determined at any cost to maintain 
the sacred heritage of our ancestors?’ the whole cham- 
ber “burst into a roar and from the Socialists’ side came 
cries of ‘At any cost, by death if need be.’” It is a 
pity Mr. London’s Socialism cannot be of the same patri- 
otic brand as that of his German and Belgian colleagues, 
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Seeretary Daniels made public on Dec. 14 an announce- 
ment as to the creation of an Allied Naval Council which 
is to direct fleet operations, as was announced in the 
Army AND Navy JOURNAL in our issue of Dec. 8. The 
announcement took the form of “a cablegram from Ad- 
miral Benson at Paris,” but no additional details were 
given beyond those already noted here, 
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As to the treatment of the old contract surge.ns of 
the Army, which was called to attention in a letter pub- 
lished in our i:sue of Nov. 10, a Navy medical officer 
writes: “I do not believe there is an officer of any ex- 
tended service in the Army thai I have come in contact 
with who does not feel that these old contract. surgeons 
have not received justice and the treatment which is with- 
out a doubt due them. Personally having knowledge of 
their work in the Philippines, at the time of the insurrec- 
tion seventeen or eighteen years ago, and knowing of some 
of the valiant work done by. them in the field, I think it 
is a rank outrage that their service is not allowed or 
counted as Army service. The technical interpretation is 
that their service 1s service as a civilian, and hence not al- 
lowed to count for longevity when commissioned. The con- 
tract dental surgeons, with the backing of their National 
Dental Association, secured the passage of a law trans- 
ferring them into a corps with commissioned rank, allow- 
ing for their contract service in determining rank, and 
counting such service as Army service for longevity for 
pay and retirement. Then why not allow these latter 
provisions for the old contract surgeons, who did valiant 
service in the field years ago, and according to law were 
given command over enlisted men, a; per a section of the 
Army Appropriation Act of 1904, which states that 
‘contract surgeons when in charge of a hospital | shall 
have the same authority as a commissioned officer’? / 
clause in any Army Dill, like the following would 
clarify tha situation : ‘Provided that service as a contract 
surgeon during the Spanish-American war or since, shall 
be counted as Army service in computing length of ser- 
vice for pay and retirement as a commissioned officer. 

ere is a bill now before the House providing possible 
eligibility for retirement after twelve years’ service for 
these men now in the Medical Reserve Corps; it is only 
justice to add the clause just mentioned or one similar, 
and pass the bill.” 
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The War Department has decided to organize an aux- 
iliary force of 25,000 men to supplement state and other 
forces now guarding war supplies, etc., and performing 
guard duty incident to the war. The organization is to 
be called the U.S. Guard and is to be made up of forty 
battalions. The order issued by the War Department on 
Dee. 13 prescribes that the force be raised by voluntary 
enlistment or draft. It is the purpose of the Government 
to make it up of men not available for war service at 
the front. Volunteers will be accepted only between the 
ages of thirty-one and forty-five. If resort to the draft 
is necessary, men placed in the special classes under the 
new draft system as being fit for limited military service 
only. will be used to fill up the ranks. The guards will be 
clothed in Army blue uniforms, for which there is no need 
in the Regular service during war times. They will be 
armed with Krag-Jorgensen rifles and other equipment 
not suitable for modern warfare. As far as possible the 
men will be detailed to service in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of their homes. Each battalion will be commanded 
by a major from the list of those classed as unavailable 
for arduous campaigning in Europe. Men who failed to 
qualify for commissions at the officers’ training camps 
will be considered for commissions or places as non-com- 
missioned officers.

Organization of the 2d Division (Regular Army) 
has been completed and Major Gen. Omar Bundy has 
been assigned to command. General Bundy was appointed 
to the Military Academy from Indiana, graduating in 
1883, when he was made a second lieutenant of Infantry. 
He served on frontier duty and participated in the cam- 
paign against the Sioux Indians (1890-1). He was in 
the battle of Ll Caney and the siege of Santiago. He 
also saw service in the Philippines, serving finally as 
inspector general of the Department of Visayas and pro- 
vost marshal of Lloilo. From 1902 to 1905, General 
Bundy was assistant instructor of law at the General 
Service and Staff College. He then went again to the 
Philippines, commanding a column in the assault on a 
Moro stronghold. He served one year as inspector gen- 
eral of the Department of Texas. Promotion to lieuten- 
ant colonel came in 1911 and to colonel in 1914. Prior 
to being detailed for foreign service he was serving in 
the Adjutant General’s Department at the headquarters 
of the Southern Department. 
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Secretary of the Navy Daniels has sent to Congress a 
report of the Board on Navy Yards and Stations, recom- 
mending Alameda, Cal., as the site for a new navy yard. 
Plans for the station to be constructed at Alameda con- 
template the expenditure of $36,307,000. The report also 
recommended improvements to all naval establishments 
along the Pacific coast. _ The navy yard is to be con- 
structed upon an unreclaimed land that is held by Ala- 
meda. The site is considered unusually good because of 
its direct communication with all trans-continental rail- 
road lines. Gun factories, arsenals and storehouses, as 
well as the usual yard equipment, are included in the 
estimates. Two drydocks of 1,000 feet clearance each 
are planned, the purpose being to secure facilities for 
the repair of the largest dreadnoughts and battle cruisers. 
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Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., and Ad- 
miral W. 8S. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Naval Operations, 
both members of the special American mission to the 
Paris Inter-Allied War Conference, returned to Wash- 
ington on Dec. 16 and spent some time in their offices. 
General Bliss made a personal report to Secretary of 
War Baker, who said he received from the Chief of Staff 
an outline of the work of the Paris conference and the 
first meeting of the Supreme War Council at Versailles. 
Admiral Benson made a personal report to Secretary of 
the Navy Daniels. 
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Thus far the only official attempt to give a title to our 
war against Germany has been several references to it 
as the “War of 1917.” It would seem that “the Euro- 


pean War” would be a more fitting appellation since this 
is the first time American troops have ever fought on 
that continent. “Moreover, if the war continues for sey- 


eral years longer the mere limiting it to 1917 in its title 
will be scarcely adequate to the prospective gigantic task 
the country has of fighting a war 3,000 miles from home, 
to say nothing of its added tale of years. 


GENERAL SCOTT ON COMPULSORY TRAINING. 


Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., whose annual re- 
port as Chief of Staff is noted on page 617, is a firm be- 
liever in the principle of compulsory military training in 
time of peace and compulsory mitfitary service in time of 
war. He believes “that to rely upon voluntary offers of 
service, whether for training or for fighting, is undemo- 
cratic, inefficient, and unfair.” He said some of these 
things in his annual report for 1916 and returns to the 
charge in his current annual report in these words, the 
opening words referring to his recommendations of last 
year. He writes: 

“This recommendation was, to my great satisfaction, 
embodied in law last May, when, war having been de- 
clared and the President having recommended the rais- 
ing of an Army by the method of selective draft, Congress 
passed an act which, for the period of this war at least, 
makes compulsory military service the law of the land. 
It is not intended to go into an argument here in favor 
of obligatory training in peage and service in war; the 
vast majority of our citizens seem now fully convinced 
that this is the only fair and democratic method of pre- 
paring for and carrying out the defense of our country ; 
it is certainly the most effective one; but it is useful at 
this time to contemplate and to remember hereafter how 
vastly all our present problems would be simplified had 
such a system been in operation when we entered the 
war. The thousands of young men who for four months 
have been trying to fit themselves to become Reserve offi- 
cers would have been already educated and tried out 
during several periods of instruction; they would have 
been ready to at once take their places in their regiments 
and enter upon the work of training their men as they 
arrived. Officers of the Regular Army, so greatly needed 
for work which they alone are fitted to do, would not 
have been absorbed in large numbers as instructors in 
Reserve Officers’ training camps and in other duties 
which could zeadily have been put upon well-trained Re- 
serve officers had such been available. Above all, the 
men who now constitute or will compose the National 
Armies, would already know the elementary business of a 
soldier and all the work of instruction and training would 
be advanced by many months. Instead of devoting a 
long period to the most elementary and the least interest- 
ing part of a soldier’s business, all ranks would be ready 
to at once begin the far more interesting work of regi- 
mental and divisional training, and they would already 
be for the most part very good shots. 

“I hope and believe that we will never return to the 
volunteer system except for oversea service, and that 
even for this duty volunteers will be sought solely from 
men already trained under a permanent system which 
will compel all thé able-bodied youths of the land to 
prepare themselves by at least one year of service to de- 
fend their country. From these trained men, at the close 
of their compulsory period of service, should be accepted 
volunteers for two years of duty in our island posses- 
sions sufficient to maintain those garrisons at needed 
strength. They should be liberally paid and provided for, 
and those attaining the rank of sergeant should be given 
preference in employments of the Civil Service. The 
officers likewise for these garrisons should be chosen from 
those volunteering, and they should be rewarded by 
larger pay and more rapid promotion than those serving 
at home. This system would make for contentment as 
well as efficiency in all ranks. A similar one has long 
been in successful operation in France, whose problem 
in the matter of oversea garrisons is similar to our own. 
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INSPECTOR GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Major Gen. J. L. Chamberlain, Inspector General, 
U.S.A., speaks of the present discipline and efficiency of 
the Army in his annual report, dated June 30, 1917, and 
made public this week. He says: “Conditions in the Reg- 
ular Army, brought about by its expansion and by the loss 
of officers, non-commissioned officers, and experienced pri- 
vates incident to the organization of the National Guard 
and the National Army, are unsatisfactory, and while un- 
avoidable, are none the less unfortunate. However, 
those who are left will, I believe, prove equal to the sit- 
uation and in due course of time will bring the Regular 
Army back to that high standard of efficiency which has 
always characterized it.” 

As to the Reserve officers’ training camps, General 
Chamberlain states that the management and conduct of 
the first series of camps instituted after the entry of this 
country into the war were characterized by lack of uni- 
formity, especially in the status of the Reserve officers, in 
carrying out the schedule of instructién and in the meth- 
ods employed by the instructors in rating those under- 
going training.” “These defects,” he says, “were to a 
great extent remedied in the second series of camps. As 
to the results accomplished in these camps, I hear noth- 
ing but good. They have provided a most satisfactory 
solution of a very difficult problem, viz., supplying junior 
officers for the National Army.” _ 

“As the outcome of this war will determine the future 
military policy of the United States,” the report adds, 
“eomment upon the National Guard as an institution is 
at this time uncalled for.” The report of General Cham- 
berlain is a brief one, covering only seven pages. Further 
extracts from it follow: ; i 

The present system of disposing of unserviceable pub- 
lie property, which has worked satisfactorily in time of 
peace, will not, General Chamberlain believes, prove sat- 
isfactory during the war, when the quantity of property 
of various kinds which will become unserviceable will be 
enormous. To meet war conditions a system of “salvag:” 
has been recommended. | 

The inspections prescribed by law, Army Regulations, 
and existing orders have been completed, except in a few 
eases. Deficiencies and irregularities noted in these in- 
spections have been duly reported and the requisite steps 
taken to secure proper remedial action. In addition to 
prescribed inspections, the officers of the Inspector Gen- 
eral’s Department -haye made during the year, under or- 
ders from the War Department or from department com- 
manders, a large number of special investigations, 

European war conditions have caused throughout the 
Army many radical changes in methods of instruction. 
Instruction in signaling during the year has greatly im- 

roved. At garrisoned posts the work of garrison schools 

as been satisfactory. 

Reports of inspections have noted certain defects and 
deficiencies pertaining to clothing and equipment ; but as 
war conditions will bring about desirable and needed 
changes, comment at this time would, it is believed, be 
inappropriate. Auditing officers ‘and post exchange coun- 
cils have in some instances failed to perform fully their 
duties as prescribed by Post Exchange Regulations, yet 





as a whole there has been marked improvement in the 
management of post exchanges. 
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THE ADJUTANT GENERAL’S REPORT. 

Although The Adjutant General has found it advisable 
“on account of conditions incident to the present war to 
omit in his annual report for the fiscalwear, 1917, tables 
published in preceding reports, such as movement of 
troops and strength of troops serving outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States,” his report is much 
more complete than any of these documents issued by 
other chiefs of departments in either the Army or Navy 
this year. Major Gen. Henry P. McCain’s report is 
dated Oct. 6 and in discussing some of the subjects is 
extended beyond June 30, 1917, in order to giy« complete 
data regarding those subjects. The authorized st) 
of the Regular Army on June 30 is not given ow ng to 
the fact that the Army was in the process of re« i 
tion on that date to meet the extraordinary conditi 
resulting from the war. The “estimated prospective 
strength” of the Regular Army, however was 18,033 offi- 
cers and 470,185 enlisted men. The actual str: ngth of 
the Regular Army on June 30 was 6,169 officers and 
238,455 enlisted men, this total for enlisted men includ- 
ing 16,773 men of the Medical Department; and in addi- 
tion 163 officers in the Philippine Scouts and 5,570 en- 
listed men. 

The total number of officers of The Adjutant General’s 
Department on June 30 was fifty-one, an increase of 
twenty-eight over the last fiscal year. Of these officers 
four are permanent and forty-seven are detailed from the 
line of the Army. Of the detailed officers two vacated 
their details by accepting appoi i 











c intments as brigadier gen- 
erals in the Army, five were relieved and one died. There 
were 315 retired officers on active duty during the year, 
including one lieutenant general. During the fiscal year 
2,512 officers were examined for promotion and of that 
number 2,494 were found professionally qualified. There 
were 1,017 officers on the retired list on June 30, 1916, 
and during the fiscal year 1917 there were added 108 
officers to the list. At the close of the fiscal year last 
ended 21,543 officers had been-commissioned in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, the largest number being in the 
Medical Department (12,223) with 2,908 in the Engi- 
neers and 2,355 in the Infantry, the smallest number 
being in the Judge Advocate General’s Department. 


Discharges and Enlistments. 


The losses in the Army during the year numbered 185 
officers and 20,926 enlisted men while in the Philippine 
Scouts the losses were eighteen officers and 707 enlisted 
men, the aggregate losses being 21,836. The losses were 
made up as follows: Officers: Died, 44; resigned or dis- 
charged, 24; dismissed, 9; retired, 108. Enlisted men: 

Jied, 940; discharged upan expiration of term of ser- 
vice, 2,691 ; discharged for disability, by sentence of court- 
martial, or by order, 9.447; deserted, 4,834 (this in- 
cludes 3,160 deserters who returned to military control 
during the year); transferred to the Reserve, 2,597, 
The small number discharged upon expiration of term of 
service during the year is due to war conditions and to 
the fact that no furloughs to the Reserve were made 
except in the Coast Artillery Corps. The number of de- 
sertions, 4,854, is 1.86 per cent. of the whole number of 
enlistment contracts in force during the year. In 1916 
the percentage was 3.10. Improper classification as de- 
sertions numbered 991, leaving 3,843 cases or 1.48 per 
cent. of actual desertions. 

The regiments serving in the United States that had 
the lowest percentage of desertions during the year were 
the 26th Infantry, 10th Cavalry and 16th Infantry, the 
10th Cavalry being a colored organization, while the 
other two are white organizations. The desertions from 
those regiments were 0.80, 0.90, and 1.09 per cent., re- 
spectively, of the whole number of enlisted men in service, 
or enlistment contracts in force, in those regiments dur- 
ing the year. The 10th Cavalry was one of the regiments 
having the lowest percentages of desertions during the 
years 1910 to 1916, inclusive, the percentages of those 
years being 1.52, 0.78, 1.52, 1.99, 1.42, 1.17 and 1.50, re- 
spectively. As was the case during the years 1914, 1915 
and 1916, the 3d Field Artillery had the lowest per- 
centage of desertions of any regiment of that arm serving 
in the United States, the percentage of desertions for 
that regiment being 1.56 for the year 1917, 3.96 for 1916, 
4.57 for 1915, and 5.19 for 1914. The three regiments 
that had the highest percentage of desertions were the 
1st Cavalry, 11th Infantry and 8th Cavalry, the per- 
centages of desertions from those organizations being 
10.80, 8.74 and 6.44, respectively. Of the white troops 
1.90 per cent. and of the colored troops 0.72 per cent. 
were reported as deserters, as compared with 1.86 for 
the whole Army. The percenti.ges for the fiseal year 
1916 were: White troops, 3.72; colored troops, 0.96. At 
the beginning of the fiscal year there were 2,295 general 
prisoners in custody and at the end of the year there 
were 3,073. In the War Prison Barracks there were con- 
fined 491 prisoners at Forts McPherson and Oglethorpe 
and 331 at Fort Douglas, these last coming from the 
Navy Department. 

At the beginning of the year the general recruiting de- 
tail for the Regular Army consisted of 126 officers and 
1,077 enlisted men, this having been increased by sixty- 
two officers and 1,010 men by the end of the year making 
a total recruiting personnel of 2,275. There were 189 
stations at the beginning of the year and 401 at the end. 
Within the fiscal year 1917, enlistments and re-enlist- 
ments for the Regular Army numbered 160,084, includ- 
ing 133,932 for te line of the Army, 11,628 for the Medi- 
cal Department, 3,897 for the Quartermaster Corps, 9,725 
for other staff departments, and 904 for the Philippine 
Seouts. The enlistments numbered 156,250, including 
enlistment of 5,531 men with former service. Of these 
enlistments, 130,967 (4,771 with former service) were 
for the line of the Army, 11,452 (250 with former ser- 
vice) for the Medical Department, 3,575 (229 with for- 


mer service) for the Quartermaster Corps, 9,461 (212: 


with former service) for other staff departments, and 
795 (69 with former service) for the Philippine Scouts. 
The re-enlistments numbered 3,834, of which 2.965 were 
for the line of the Army, 176 for the Medical Depart- 
ment, 322 for the Quartermaster Corps, 262 for other 
staff departments, and 109 for the Philippine Scouts. 


Strength of National Guard. 


On June 30, 1916, the strength of the National Guard 
in Federal service was 3,511 officers and 80,610 enlisted 
men, and on June 30, 1917, the strength was 3,803 officers 
and 107,320 enlisted men. ‘The figures showing the 
strength at the close of the fiscal year 1917, do not rep- 
resent the total strength of the National Guard organi 
zations in service during the year, as some of the organl- 
zations in service on June 30, 1916, were mustered out 
prior to June 30, 1917, and some organizations in service 
on June 30, 1917, were not in service at the beginning of 
the year. No data are now available showing the numbe? 
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of officers separated from the Service during the year, but 
the number of losses in the enlisted personnel of the Na- 
¢ionz! Guard in Federal service during the year is as 
follow Discharged upon expiration of term of service, 
9821; discharged on account of disability, 7,157; dis- 
charged by order, 8,735; discharged pursuant to sentence 
of a neral court-martial, 222; died of disease, 168; 
died result of accident, 79; drowned, 27; suicide, 4; 





homicide, 2; deserted, 1,806; total, 21,021. 

The number of enlisted men mustered out during the 
year is not sho vn in the foregoing table, as practically all 
of tho mustered out with their organizations at any 
time during the year were again inducted into the Ser- 
yice before the close of the year. Attention is invited to 
the small number of desertions from the National Guard 
organizations in the Federal service during the year as 
eompured with the Regular Army. The percentage of 
desertions from the National Guard was less tkan one, 
wuile the percentage of desertions from the Regular 
Army was 1.86.

Due .o the increase in the military forces of the United 


State it became Lecessary, in order to expedite the 
paper work at the headquarters of the various depart- 
ment livisions, cantonments, service schools, and ports 


of embarkation, to secure an edditional number of Army 
field clerks. The Urgent Deficiency Act approved June 15, 
1917. authorized a force of 1,000 Army field clerks. 
These 1,000 clerks, added to the 170 of the permanent 
force, made an aggregate of 1.170. Of this number about 
1100 have been authorized for the headquarters of the 
yari units mentioned in the preceding paragraph. The 


establishment of the headquserters of the American Ex- 
peditionary Forces abroad has, up to the time of this 


report, called for an assignment of 252 Army field clerks 
for duty thereat. As the strength of the Expeditionary 
Forces is increased, a large increase in the number o 
clerks now at the headquarters will be required. In 
order that a sufficient number of additional field clerks 
may be secured for new units that may be established, 
and to increase to the number necessary the force already 
at the headquarters of the various departments, divisions, 
cantonments, and ports of embarkation, and at the head- 


quarters of the American Expeditionary Forces, an ad- 
ditional force of 1,750 clerks of the several grades has 
been nuthorized by Congress in the Urgent Deficiency Act 
approved Oct. 6 1917, making an authorized force of 
9920 Army field cler’-s for the fiscal ycar ending June 30,

briefly and gives statistics of the personal identification

his oflice to the employees of which he pays a high com- 
pliment for the service they have done. 
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CHIEF OF COAST ARTILLERY. 

Major Gen. E. M. Weaver, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
U.S.A., in his annual report dated Oct. 15, 1917, gives a 
large amount of interesting data. A most reassuring 
statement is the following: “It may be said that the 
funds which Congress has appropriated for the coast de- 
fenses have been wisely expended, that we have in conse- 
quence the most formidable coast-defense armament and 
accessory equipment in the world. We have a personnel 
of sufficient size adequately to man the armament. This 
personnel is as highly trained and as efficient a body of 
artillery experts as exists in any country. 

“Anart from this normal duty of the Coast Artillery 
Corps and the high measure of efficiency which it has in 
the performance of that duty, it is to be pointed out that, 
in times of emergency such as during the present war, 
when the danger of seaward attack from capital ships 
does not exist, the Coast Artillery Corps presents itself as 
a body of highly disciplined soldiers haping a high value 
for general military purposes. This aspect of the gen- 
eral utility of the Coast Artillery personnel is evidenced 
by the fact that at the present time its officers and men 
are serving in every branch of service, and, were the ne- 
cessity to arise, this same personnel would be able to go 
aboard our battleships and, after a little special instruc- 
tion, serve efficiently the guns mounted in the turrets 
and batteries of such ships.” 

The main work of the Office of the Chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery during the year had to do with questions involving 
the best utilization of the officers and men of the Coast 
Artillery Corps in supplementing in the most efficient 
manner possible the work of the expeditionary forces in 
France. General Weaver indicated in a number of mem- 
oranda how, in his opinion, the commissioned and enlisted 
personnel of the corps might best be so utilized. He 
pointed out that, in view of the fact that under the exist- 
ing conditions the German fleet is held closely to its for- 
tified base, it may be assumed that the coast cities would 
not be exposed to an attack by capital ships; that the 
only attack to be anticipated would be such as might be 
made by the small caliber guns of submarines or stray 
taiders. Under this assumption, it was pointed out that 
the personnel assigned as the manning body of the major 
caliber guns might well be considered available for ser- 
vice in France in manning railway artillery, heavy trac- 
tor artillery, trench mortars, and anti-aircraft guns. It 
was pointed out further that it would be possible, without 
incurring any undue risk, to dismount a number of the 
major and intermediate guns of the coast fortifications 
and mount them on railway mounts or heavy motor truck 
mounts for use in France. 

These views of the Chief of Coast Artillery were ap- 
Proved by the General Staff and as a consequence pro- 
jects have been drawn up involving the use of a con- 
siderable number of officers and enlisted personnel of the 
Coast Artillery for service with artillery of this type in 
support of the expeditionary forces abroad. 

The recommendations of General Weaver have also in- 
volved projects for maintaining the instruction and train- 
ing of a complete manning body for the home coast de- 
fenses, with the view to being able at any time to serve 
the coast armament, and in addition thereto to train, in 
80 far as practicable, a personnel capable of filling vacan- 
fies due to casualties and other causes in the Coast Ar- 
tillery personnel on duty in France. The policy of the 
Office has further contemplated that the Coast Artillery 
Personnel of the fortifications of Panama, Hawaii, and 
the Philippine Islands should not be drawn upon ma- 
sally in carrying out the special projects refcrred to 

ove. 

The number of troops now available to supply full 
Manning details is as follows: Regular Coast Artillery, 
W044 officers and 24,803 men; National Guard Coast Ar- 
tillery, 700 officers, 19,500 men; an aggregate force of 
1744 officers and 44,303 men. The total number of 
Additional officers and men needed to be supplied the 





Coast Artillery from voluntary enlistment or the National 
Army totals 1,543 officers and 46,847 men. There is no 
source of supply for the enlisted men except from the 
drafted men and volunteer enlistments. A definite policy 
has been recommended by the Chief of Coast Artillery for 
organizing and training men to meet the projects already 
called for from this. corps. It is urged that the recom- 
mendations be approved at the earliest practicable time, 
in order that the machinery for replacements may be 
started and results obtained. 

Up to the present time, approximately 2,500 candidates 
for commissions in the Coast Artillery have received in- 
tensive training at Fort Monvoe, Va., and at Fort Win- 
field Scott, Cal. The entire school plant was used to 
good advantage in this instruction as well as the arma- 
ment at these -two stations. It is possible with the 
Coast Artillery matériel on hand to give instruction in 
gunnery methods now in use in the war zone and to 
afford the students practical instruction in field firing 
problems. Airplanes and kite balloons are used for the 
purpose of adjusting fire. To meet the immediate needs 
for filling vacancies due to casualties or other causes oc- 
curring in the units in France, a Coast Artillery train- 
ing unit has been recommended. This unit is analogous 
to the depot brigades now used by mobile Army divisions. 
A fixed organization has been recommended for the Na- 
tional Guard Coast Artillery, in order that vacancies oc 
curring therein might be filled and organizations assigned 
to meet best the demands of the Service. It is contem 
plated that the National Guard personnel shall receive 
intensive instruction with the Regular Coast Artillery at 
coast fortifications. A schedule for such instruction has 
already been transmitted to coast defense commanders. 

A schedule for heavy artillery instruction, in addition 
to the other Regular Coast Artillery instruction, has been 
recommended and approved. This calls for intensive_in- 
struction in each coast defense in gunnery methods per- 
taining to heavy and railway artillery in land service. 
A training school for chauffeurs and gas engine experts 
has been recommended for Fort Monroe, Va. It is esti- 
miated that the Coast Artillery Corps will need about 
4,000 chauffeurs and 700 gas engine experts to handle the 
motor transportation pertaining to tractor-drawn artillery 
for service abroad. 

During the six weeks allotted to the instruction of 
candidates at Fort Monroe and Fort Winfield Scott thor- 
ough grounding in the principles of gunnery was im- 
parted, supplemented by practical exercises upon mobile 
and seacoast armament. This instruction was given to 
2,500 candidates for reserve officers in the Coast Artillery. 
Our troups are able to use whatever guns may be assigned, 
big or little, .nd to improvise fire-control apparatus con- 
forming to the principles of the standard fire-control ap- 
paratus for use in the field. The methods in use by the 
heavy artillery in France to-day vary only is detail from 
the methods which have been used by the United States 
Coast Artillery for years. 

Efficiency of Our Artillery Fire. 

The tactical value of the demonstrated efficiency of our 
system of computing corrections before the first. shot 
can hardly be too strongly emphasf%ed, General Weaver 
says. Not only will it minimize the expenditure of am- 
munition during registration, but it will permit effective 
fire to be opened upon any registered target without air- 
plane observation—a most valuable feature for neutral- 
ization fire. In counter-battery work, and when switch- 
ing, it will greatly reduce the exposure of the airplane 
during adjustment. It is felt that the result of years of 
training in the methods: of correction for meteorological 
and ballistic variations will make the Coast Artillery an 
invaluable arm for the service of all types of heavy guns. 

The most striking feature connected with the practices 
was the illustration of the ease of conversion of our 
heavy Coast Artillery system of fire direction to the sys- 
tem universally adopted abroad. The system which had 
been perfected after three years of warfare in Europe is 
practically identical to that which has been used in our 
Coast Artillery since 1904, with slight modifications which 
relate principally to meteorological corrections and the 
utilization of aircraft for the observation of fire. Satis- 
factory progress has been made in the installation of 
guns capable of delivering the long-range fire now de- 
manded for defense against attacks for long-range guns 
carried by modern_battleships. ‘The construction of a 
portion of fire-control equipment of a type permitting the 
furnishing of the required data for these increased ranges 
is now under way, and deliveries have already begun. 

General Weaver on May 23 next will be retired for 
age. His forty-three years of service has been passed in 
the Artillery arm of the Service, save for a few years on 
college duty. The General gives a brief review of the 
evolutionary period of coast defense during his service 
and says: “It was at the Artillery School in 1900 and 
1901, in connection with the agitation represented by the 
so-called Artillery council, that the arguments were for- 
mulated, and discussion resulted which led up to the in- 
troduction of legislation and the passage of the law which 
created the position of Chief of Artillery, and, later on, 
to the separation of the Field Artillery from the Coast 
Artillery, since which time both arms of the Service have 
moved forward toward increased efficiency by leaps and 
bounds. It was at the Artillery School that the present 
system of fire direction and fire control, involving ac- 
curate application of ballistic corrections for varying 
densities of air, varying wind conditions, varying muzzle 
velocity, and prediction firing were worked out. It is 
this system which has been independently adopted by the 
French and English artillerists in land firing in France 
in the last year or two.” 


Type of Gun Carriage. 





As to the question relative to the use of the disappear- 
ing type or the barbette type of seacoast gun carriages 
the report states that the disappearing type is mechani- 
cally sound and can be constructed to meet satisfactorily 
the required conditions. The disappearing principle 
should be retained for major-caliber guns in localities to 
which it is particularly adapted. No one type of mount 
should be adopted for major-caliber guns as applicable to 
all cases, but the type should depend upon the locality 
and the particular purpose for which the gun is mounted. 
To determine the possibilities of a modern barbette gun 
carriage for major-caliber guns, such a carriage for a 
50-caliber 16-inch gun should be designed and constructed 
as promptly as present conditions will warrant. The 
6-inch gun is essentially of the rapid fire type, and for 
future construction it should have a barbette or pedestal 
mount instead of ‘the disappearing carriage. 

In future projects for the defense of any locality con- 
sideration should be given to the use of major-caliber 
guns on mobile railroad mounts. Present and future de- 
velopments demand that gun carriages for major-caliber 
seacoast guns in fixed emplacements be designed so as to 
permit the gun to be fired at an elevation correspond- 
ing to its maximum effective range; to permit all-round 
fire; to be provided with periscopic sights; and to be 
provided with adequate protection against intermediate 
caliber projectiles and attack from the air. The value of 
greater co-operation between the War and Navy De- 
partments in the standardization of guns, mounts, and 
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other ordnance matériel, to the end that economy, greater 
interchangeability and ease of replacement may be pro 
moted, can hardly be too strongly recommended. 

The only change recommended in the administration 
of the Coast Artillery Corps is that proposed by General 
Weaver’s predecessor, and approved by the then Secre- 
tary of War and the Chief of Staff, of creating, by War 
Department order, a Coast Artillery territorial depart- 
ment, to include all of the coast fortifications of the 
United States proper and oversea possessions, under the 
command of the Chief of Coast Artillery as department 
commander. Such a department would have the same 
relation to the War Department as a territorial military 
department of mvubile troops of the Army now and lLere- 
tofore has had with respect to the War Department. In 
this connection it would be desirable to carry out the 
reconinendations heretofore made in recent annual re- 
ports of the Chief of Coast Artillery, that the command- 
ing officers of Coast Artillery districts be made brigadier 
generals and be a part of the Coast Artillery Corps. The 
Coast Artillery departments would then consist of che 
several Coast Artillery districts. each commanded by a 
brigedier general of Coast Artillery as Coast Artillery 
district commander, and the several districts would bear 
the same relation to the headquarters of the Coast Ar- 
tillery department as brigades of the mobile Army do to 
the headquarters of a territorial department.

MILITIA BUREAU REPORT. 

The report of Major Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A. 
(now Division, National Guard, 
in France) as Chief of the Militia Bureau, relative to 
the Organized Militia of the United States, was sub- 
mitted on Oct. 1, 1917, and was made public this week. 
The report for obvious reasons differs from previous re- 
ports, the National Guard having been drafted into the 
Federal Service. 

“In times governing conditions,” says 
General Mann, “the objective of all Federal effort in be- 
half of Organized Militia in this country was naturally 
along the lines looking to its betterment and develop- 
ment, designed ultimately to make it in fact as well as 
in name a dependable and efficient part of an ever- 
ready national defense system. With this in view errors 
and omissions from time to time were pointed out and 
remedial methods of improvement suggested. All criti- 
cisms, comments or recommendations made by those 
charred with Federal supervision were directed in a 
kindly spirit toward the desired goal, namely, -the im- 
provement and proper development of the Organized 
Militia as an element of the national defense.” 

General Mann gives an historical sketch of the Mili- 
tia, and states that in the fifteen years that have 
elapsed since the passage of the Militia act of 1903, 
there has been steady improvement in the efficiency of 
the Organized Militia. At times this improvement 
seemed slow, but the ultimate results are gratifying, he 


says. 





commanding the 42d 
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National Guard on the Border. 


As to the service of the National Guard on the Mexi- 
can border and the value of its training there General 
Mann has this * say: “The effect of bo.der service 
and training is éifficult to gauge for the period of ser- 
vice varied between wide limits. Some organizations 
were in the service three months, others six months, 
while others again remained in service continuously. 
The training itself was in the nature of things sadly 
handicapped because of the absence of any definite idea 
as to the duration of the entire period of service. In 
spite of all handicaps, however, it must be admitted that 
the National Guard did learn and did improve during 
and on account of its border service.” 

Of the demobilization of 1916-17 of the National 
Guard General Mann says: “It is difficult to arrive at 
a just estimate of the effect of the demobilization on the 
National Guard. Having entered the Federal Service 
with a keen desire for active service, the National Guard 
finally found itself scattered along the Mexican border 
forced to undergo a much more serious and extended 
course of trainjng than any of them had undergone be- 
fore. As a consequence, many were disappvinted; com- 
plaints of ‘We came down here to fight; not to sit 
around in camp’ became heard; criticism became rife,” 
and appeals to go home were voiced. The camps were 
generally very comfortable, but the routine of a _ sol- 
dier’s life, the dust storms, the marches on sandy soil, 
the lack of water and many of those little things that 
to the professional soldier are all in the day’s’ work, 
grated on a large part of the National Guard. It is 
very probable that as ® consequence many guardsmen 
came home completely disillusionized as to the romantic 
side of soldiering. ‘That they had rendered really niore 
valuable service to their country by preventing war than 
by making it was realized perhaps by a few thoughtful 
ones only.” 

The Call to Federal Service. 


The declaration of war found the National Guard 
still very short of auxiliary troops and strenuous efforts 
were made to raise them so as to complete the sixteen 
divisions contemplated under the plan prepared. On 
Aug. 5, 1917, there were drafted into Federal Service 
11,875 officers and 361,299 enlisted men, organized into 
sixteen National Guard divisions. Of these divisions 
those of New York and Pennsylvania were complete 
according to Tables of Organization, 1917; that of 
Ohio had no cavalry regiment, but was otherwise com- 
plete. Practically all the organizations were short of 
war strength. The active entry of the United States 
into the war necessitating the dispatch of troops over- 
seas still further complicated the matter of organization 
of the National Guard, in that a complete reorganization 
had to be effected. This new organization and the al- 
ready existing shortage in auxiliary units will natur- 
ally necessitate the conversion of many Infantry and 
Cavalr: units into those of the special branches, a pro- 
ceeding fraught with considerable difficulty. 

The encampment on the Mexican border afforded an 
excellent opportunity to the Field Artillery for field 
training, and the result was generally satisfactory. The 
report of the 1aspection of a majority of thé batteries 
by the Inspector General's Department showed that the 
average National Guard battery made eighty-six per 
cent as many hits as the average Regular battery, and 
fired sixty per cent as fast. ‘The firing of three Na- 
tional Guard batteries compared favorably, except in 
point of time, with that of the best Regular batteries. 

When war was declared there was a sirong movement 
in some quarters to enlist to maximum strength, regard- 
less of armories or adequate supplies of uniform and 
equipment. This was equivalent to what had been ob- 
served in 1916—a conversion of an organization of the 
National Guard into a volunteer organization for war 
purposes only, a mushroom growth which had to be dis- 
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couraged in order to allow a proper distribution of avail- 
able supplies. This tendency went further and resulted 
in new organizations with new and untried officers being 
presented and accepted. 

Prior to the act of June 3, 1916, the War Department 
had no mandatory authority concerning the physical re- 
quirements of the rsonnel of the Organized Militia 
not in the Federal Service, although all but four States 
claimed to have adopted the standard of physical ex- 
amination prescribed for the Regular Army. These re- 
quirements were not rigidly enforced by the States, as 
evidenced by the large number found physically dis- 


qualified upon muster into the Federal Service under 
the calls of May 9 and June 18, 1916. The mobiliza- 


tion report, Organized Militia, 1916, shows that from 
data available there ‘were 23,721 rejections out of a 
total of 128,517 persons examined, making an average 
c—_ per cent. rejected on account of pliysical de- 

Ss. . 

It is interesting to compare the above with the mo- 
bilization of the National Guard in 1917. From_the 
data available, representing thirty-nine States, there 
were 11,762 rejections out of 121,721 examined, mak- 
ing an average of 9.9 per cent. rejected on account of 
physical disabilities. . 

On the date of the draft into Federal Service there 
were 188 companies of Coast Artillery and its total 
strength, including those companies organized since the 
Federal inspection for 1917, was approximately 765 
officers and 21,215 enlisted men. In addition to the 
coast defense work assigned to these troops, two com- 
panies of Maryland Coast Artillery were converted into 
a trench mortar Lattery and three companies of Vir- 
ginia Coast Artillery were converted into the headquar- 
ters trains and military police for service with the First 
Composite Division of National Guard in France. As 
the situation develops it may be found advisable to con- 
vert other Coast Artillery organizations into heavy ar- 
tillery for service in France. Their training should 
have laid a proper foundation of instruction for such 
work. 

Due to the influence of the European war, there has 
been an unprecedented activity during the past year in 
both the organization and training of the sanitary units 
and detachments of the National Guard. The enlisted 
personnel of the Medical Department had, on Aug. 5, 
the maximum strength authorized by Tables of Organi- 
gation, 1917, the approximate strength being 19,000. 

“The awarding by several of the States of ribbons for 
service in maneuver campaigns and for length of ser- 
vice, which are Wentical or similar in appearance to 
ribbons awarded in the Army for service in actual cam- 

sigh, has been noted by this branch. It is believed 

at such practice has a tendency to cheapen the value 
of such ribbons to those who have earned them through 
arduous service. The practice should be continued,” 
General Mann says. A service badge of uniform pat- 
tern, to be worn by members of the National Guard of 
all States who have earned them, would be advisable. 

During the past year the attendance at ordinary sum- 
mer camps of officers and men has been supe by 
actual field work by a large percentage of State organi- 
zations, most of which were on duty along the Mexican 
border for several months during 1916 and the first half 
of 1917, and besides which a large amount of duty was 
dene by such regiments in guarding railroad bridges and 
tunnels, waterworks, etc., in the different States at the 
time the relations of this Government with Germany 
became strained and war was finally declared. This ex- 

ence, since July 1, 1916, has been extremely valua- 

in increasing the efficiency of both officers and men 
of the State troops and enabling them to come to a much 
higher d of training and discipline since their call 
into the United States service. 


Federal Expenditures for Militia. 


The grand total of Federal money expended for the 
Organized Militia and National Guard for all purposes 
since 1900 is $124,000,000. “In considering these fig- 
ures,” the report says, “the fact must be borne in mind 
that unusual occurrences had developed the necessity 
for using a large part of the Organized Militia and Na- 
tional Guard in the Federal Service both on the Mexi- 
ean border, in guarding railroads and other utilities and 
in the mobilization camps since war with the German 
Imperial Government has begun. Nevertheless, the prime 
purpose of these figures is intended to show that whereas 
for over one hundred years the Federal Government con- 
tributed not a cent toward the maintenance of the militia 

this country, recently—that is, within the present 
century, since 1900—most generous appropriatesns have 
been made, which would seem to have vested the United 
States with a supervisory right it never before had been 
able to claim. In other words, the States having wisely 
consented to accept large Federal donations, they are 
to be. commended for the wisdom and foresight that 
guided the respective State authorities in co-ordinating 
and co-operating with the Federal Government in the 
development of a more efficient miiltia system in the 
United States.” 

On account of the call into Federal service early in 
the target practice season of 1916, duty on the Mexican 
border, and further that there were insufficient target 
tange facilities available, it is impossible to give the 
usual complete target practice reports in tabular form. 
There was also an insufficient supply of ammunition 
available at the border camps to enable the organizations 
to participate in record practice. A number of the or- 
ganizations had practice at their mobilization camps, 
and practice of a certain kind was had by practically 
ali organizations during their stay on the border or at 
home stations. 

During service on the border many officers and en- 
listed men took advantage of an opportunity to pursue 
instruction in machine-gun practice at the School of 
Musketry, Fort Sill, Okla., at Fort Bliss, Tex., and at 
the Machine Gun School, Harlingen, Texas. The results 
were so gratifying that the commandant of the school 
recommended that an invitation be extended to the sev- 
eral States to secure the attendance of a limited num- 
ber of officers of the National Guard at the school for a 
six weeks’ course, commencing April 5, 1917. This was 
approved and eighteen officers of machine-gun compa- 
nies, not in the Federal Service, were ordered to take 
the course, seventeen of whom completed same. The in- 
struction was expanded for selected field officers de- 
tailed for their probable fitness as instructors in rifle, 
machine-gun and grenade firing. One hundred and 
twenty-five field officers were detailed from the several 
States and finished the course July 1, 1917. 

As a whole the corps of officers and sergeants of the 
Regular Army on duty with the National Guard have 
rendered faithful and efficient service. They have been 

nided by the general instructions furnished by the 

filitia Bureau, but often found it necessary to use their 
own judgment and initiative in dealing with local condi- 
tions. In this they have usually exercised a sound dis- 
cretion. 

General Mann touches on many other details concern- 


ing the National Guard prior to its being drafted into 
the Federal Service. These include Federal pay in time 
of peace, drill reports, paper work, staff corps and de- 
partments, property, inspections, etc. 
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RECRUIT CAMP AT SAM HOUSTON. 


Recruit Camp, Fort Sam Houston, Tex. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

At Fort Sam Houston, there is one institution, “The 
Temporary Recruit Camp,” that has helped materially 
to fill the depleted ranks of the various organizations of 
Southern Department as well as the National Army. 
A synopsis of the work entailed at this camp may prove of 
interest. Since the depot was established it has received, 
recruited, uniformed’and recorded over 10,000 men. This 
work was accomplished and its success is largely due to 
the untiring efforts and hearty co-operation of the officers 
and office force, the latter organized and composed ffi 
the main of unassigned recruits with clerical ability 
and training. 

_ When applicants apply for enlistment they are taken 
in hand by the Receiving Office, then recorded for physi- 
eal examination. They are then taken before the surgeon 
and his assistants for a thorough mental and physical 
examination which (with certain exceptions) all must 
pass. This test entails a lot of work by the Medical De- 
partment. From the physical examination, measurements, 
typhoid prophylactic inoculation, to finger prints and 
registrations. After the applicants have successfully 
passed this most important trial they are taken to the 
Quartermaster depot to be measured for their uni- 
forms. Here a record is kept of all clothing requisitioned 
for and issued on clothing slips, be it gratuitous or other- 
wise. Each recruit is issued a suit of outer and inner 
garments and in addition is issued a toilet set, which 
comprises a towel, soap, tooth, hair brush and comb, etc. 

After being uniformed by the quartermaster the re- 
cruits are turned over to the uniform recruit office, which 
in turn teaches them the first rudimentary principles of 
a soldier. They are instructed in the school of the sol- 
dier, squad and company, and are also instructed how to 
perform the necessary duties of the camp, which includes 
guard duty. When assigned to an organization, trans- 
portation and rations are arranged for and recruit equip- 
ment issued. This constitutes a recruit bag and two olive 
drab blankets. They are then paraded and finally in- 
spected by the surgeon, and the adjutant reads the order 
on desertion, the gravity of this offense and serious 
consequences in time of war. They are then transported 
by truck to the railroad depot for their final destina- 
tion, the branch and organization of service for which 
they enlisted. 

During the initial stage of the recruit’s sojourn at this 
camp, a complete record of him is kept by the record 
office. Here the descriptive, nominal and outgoing lists 
are prepared, endorsements of records and card index 
system kept. ‘Tri-monthly reports, muster and pay- 
rolls, etc. In fact a complete accurate accounting of the 
recruit from the date of his arrival and acceptance to the 
date of his departure from the depot to his organization. 
Our aim here is to teach the recruit by tuition, example 
and precept that the Army life is a clean and manly one, 
and tnat to avoid pitfalls the law of obedience and dis- 
cipline must be implicitly obeyed by him individually and 


collectively.

Q.M. TRAINING AND MOBILIZATION. 
Camp Joseph E. Johnston, 
Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 14, 1917. 

Contemporaneously with the arrival of large numbers 
of men from various recruiting barracks throughout the 
country, jhe work of organizing the Q.M. Enlisted Men’s 
School at Camp Joseph E. Johnston is being rapidly 
pushed forward. In one division, namely that of moter 
transportation, practical instruction has already been 
started. A number of trucks have been turned over to 
Capt. J. W. O’Mahoney, senior instructor, and are being 
used for testing the ability of the drivers coming in from 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 

Besides the motor transportation division, there are t 
be ten other divisions, into which the enlisted men com 
ing for instruction are to be placed: The motorcycle ds 
vision, the office workers’ division, the three supplies di- 
visions, “A” (bakers), “B” (cooks and mess attendants) 
and “C” (storekeepers, warehousemen, etc.), the : 
train division, the wagon train division, the remount d- 
vision, and the two repair divisions, “A” and “B.” Each 
is to be in charge of a senior instructor. . 

Besides recruits into the Regular and National Armies, 
it is expected that a large portion of the enlisted person- 
nel of the Qucrtermaster Corps now in the Enlisted Re 
serve and transferred from the National Army canton 
ments will be sent here for instruction and organization 
into units. A numbe™ of specially detailed men from the 
Coast Artillery have been sent to Camp Joseph E. Johns 
ton for a special course of instruction in the construction, 
operation and repair of motor trucks and gasoline trac 
tors. The responsibility for their training will fall upon 
the motor transportation division. : 

The construction work on the remount depot is goimg 
ahead rapidly, and, as soon as it is in operation, it 
be capable of being utilized for the practical portion of 
the instruction of the pack train, wagon train and Te 
mount divisions of the Enlisted Men’s School.

caps on ambitious offensive operations. 


he prospect of a Winter campaign is not wholly ended, 








however, and as it has been considerably discussed both 
in this country and abroad, we will note the main-points 
bearing on the outlook for such a proceeding. The Ger- 
man command has the opportunity to strike now before 
the spring brings a great increase in the numbers of th 
American contingent. The formal termination of hos- 


tilities on the Russo-Rumanian front has released Ger- 
man and Austrian occupying the eastern line. 
Hitherto the high command has apparently mistrusted 
the apparent weakness of the Russian forces, but the 
breakdown of the Russi military organization has 
been progressive and civil disorders are now occupying 
a large part of the troops that remain, if reports are 
correct. While the computations of the effectives on 
the various fronts must not be considered as precise, it 
is supposed that the Germans at the end of November 
had 2,000,000 to 2,500,000 men on the western front and 
1,500,000, or thereabout, on the eastern, while the Aus- 
trian forces employed on all fronts amounted to consid- 
erably more than a million and a quarter. It follows 
that by stripping other fronts, the Teutons could add 
2,000,000 men with the requisite equipment to their num- 
bers in France and Belgium. This would give them 
4,000,000 to 4,500,000 men in that theater of war. The 
British forces in France are believed to approximate 
2,000,000 and the French have a like number, or had 
before the dispatch of troops to Italy. Putting the Anglo- 
French total at a minimum of 3,500,000 available for 
the defense of the western line, we find that the Ger- 
mans could not hope to attain a preponderance of much 
more than nine to seven. This computation, which agrees 
roughly with those currently published, does not take 
into account the American forces in France, lately put 
by an official of the Federal administration at 300,000. 
In a favorable season the exertion of a like preponder- 
ance on the Anglo-French side, during 1917, failed to 
break down the Germans’ organized defenses or to obtain 
any advantage of impressive magnitude. Should the 
Teutons try their hand with no better numerical su- 
periority and with the against them, the pros- 
pects of their gaining any conclusive advantage are not 
calculated to spur them on to radical action in this 
quarter. It is true that the French portion of the Allied 
line is overextended, as compared with the British, but 
much of the French front was along strong defensive 
lines, or lines where considerable withdrawal might be 
effected without strategic weakening, while as for the 
critical point at Verdun, experience has taught the Ger- 
man General Staff the costliness of large-scale enter- 
prises in this quarter. 

Che inducements for the Germans to undertake an 
offensive in France, thus viewed, would seem to be 
se of necessity rather than of opportunity. There 
remains the alternative of deferring an attack until the 
spring, when fighting eonditions would be more favor- 
able. In that case the American forces, what with 
Steady reinforcement and with added training and ad- 
vance in the matter of equipment, would notably revise 
the odds to the Teuton’s detriment, 

The present situation bears some resemblance to that 
of two years ago, when the Teutons, following their 
Victories of 1915 over Russia, had the opportunity to 
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strike in France with dangerously heavy forces. At that 
time they avoided undertaking anything of moment in 
the early winter, but spent the inactive months in or- 
ganizing their unexpected and violent blow against Ver- 
dun. At present signs are equally absent of any im- 
pending attack in France or Belgium. The Germans’s 
activity against the British lines has decreased during 
the week under review. They have not renewed their at- 
tacks near Cambrai on the previous seale, nor have they 
shown any insistence in the operations on the south 
bank of the Scarpe, near Bullecourt. A local attack near 
this point was repulsed by the British on Dee. 14, while 
light attacks in the Cambrai area failed-against General 
Byng’s south front on Dec. 14 and 15. In the Ypres 
region German attacks in the neighborhood of Polygon 
Wood and Polderhoek Castle brought a gain along 300 
yards of the British front near the wood, but could not 
be amplified. The British left the initiative mainly to 
the enemy, but improved their position slightly east of 
Avion in the Lens area on the 15th, and in artillery en- 
gagements opposed the German bombardments at vari- 
ous points where a violent fire developed in the Scarpe 
and Cambrai neighborhoods. Raids and reconnoissances 
were carried out against the British lines at many points 
on Dee. 17 and 18. 

The enemy operations against the French were largely 
limited to artillery fire. At Chaume Wood, north of 
Verdun, a German attack was checked on Dec. 14. On 
the following day the enemy’s attempts to advance were 
stopped to the north of the Chemin des Dames (Aisne 
region) and Bast of Mt. Cornillet, in Champagne. The 
French kept back their troops, save for a raid near St. 
Quentin and a few similar minor moves. The activity 
during the greater part of the week was, as a whole, the 
least seen in months, 

On Dec. 1 the Germans sent forward infantry detach- 
ments at Four de Paris in the Argonne, after a night 
bombardment. For many weeks the Argonne area has 
been left relatively quiet by both sides, but the defense 
was not unprepared and repulsed the attacks. On Dec. 
19 the Germans increased their artillery pressure upon 
points in the eastern portion of the French line, particu- 
larly in southern Alsace. 





TEUTON GAINS IN NORTHERN VENETIA. 

Halting his offensive against the Italian positions west 
of the Brenta river, the enemy has carried out a paral- 
lel operation farther east between the Brenta and the 
Piave river, where in several days of violent fighting he 
has gained possession of three of the heights barring his 
passage southward to the Venetian lowlands. The attack 
in the Brenta-Piave sector began on Dec. 11 and con- 
tinued, with successive bombardments and assaults until 
the Italians were forced to withdraw on Dec. 11. Its 
object was apparently to attain the San Lorenzo and 
Calcino valleys, which offer avenues of ingress to the 
open ground behind the flank of the Piave river line. The 
heads of both valleys were reached, but the Italians’ pos- 
session of the heights on either side rendered impossible 
any immediate and direct farther advance. In spite of 


having lost ground in the mountain fighting in this 
region the defense continued to interpose a valid check 


on the Teuton’s northern encircling movement for the 
time being. 

On Dec. 13 the enemy delivered heavy attacks both 
between the Caprile and Beretta heights and against the 
salient formed by Mt. Solarolo.. In the first area he was 
repulsed for the time being, but on the second, he affected 
gains. On Dec. 14 the Italians attempted to throw their 
opponents on the defensive by an attack against Mt. 
Pertica, lost in the preceding week. ‘They reached but 
could not retain the summit, according to the report from 
Rome. In the meantime, strong Austrian 
troops, issuing from the protection of the heights on the 
enemy’s side, were thrown forward in assaults upon 
Beretta and Caprile heights. They forced the Italians 
from Caprile, but did not gain Beretta. On the same day 
a series of violent attacks against Mt. Solarolo enabled 
the Teutons to seize the position late in the afternoon. 
On the 15th the enemy made some further advance south 
of Mt. Solarolo. Vienna claimed the capture of over 
3,000 Italian prisoners in these operations.

them French infantry and artillery holding a sector 
were violently shelled in the region of Mt. Tomba. The 





position of the British and French at the point of junc- 
tion of the Piave river line and its protecting flank line 
was one of the utmost importance, but the enemy’s plans 
apparently called for an effort to turn the line by piercing 
farther to the west, and the Anglo-French forces were 
accordingly not severely attacked. 

On Dec. 19 the Teutons resumed their advance in the 
3renta-Piave sector. By repeated attacks they gained 
Mt. Asolone, one of the heights overlooking the St. 
Lorenzo valley. Here, according to Berlin, 2,000 Italian 
prisoners were taken. 

At the mouth of the Piave river minor fighting of an 
amphibious sort prevailed, the Italians repeatedly raid- 
ing the Teuton positions in the low-lying delta of the 
river, with the aid of light draught gunboats, and cut- 
ting bridges. The Teutons displayed a determination to 
lodge themselves on the Sile of old Piave river near its 
mouth, and again threw their pontoon bridges over the 
stream on the 18th. Attacked in the marshes on the 
farther side the Teutons were held back close to the 
shore but could not be dislodged and clung to the bank. 
Immediately upstream lies Santa Dona di Piave, the 
crossing place of the railroad from Trieste to Venice, 
where the Teutons naturally want to establish their rail 
heads. 

RUSSIAN UNCERTAINTIES. 

Of the fighting between the Russian parties continual 
but untrustworthy reports come in. The Bolshevik revo- 
lutionaries, who now hold power in Petrograd, in Mos- 
cow and over a great part of the Russian forces at the 
front, are said to be opposed at a number of points in 
southern Russia. The Cossack party, under General 
Kaledines, has apparently been fighting the Bolshevik 
troops to gain and hold Rostoff on the Don river. Far- 
ther west, a struggle for the possession of Odessa is re- 
ported to have taken place between the Bolsheviki and 
another of the local Russian organizations. As Odessa 
is the natural port of the Russian Baltic fleet, as well as 
the chief Russian commercial port and an important city 
in itself, its possession is of high importance to either 
side. 
The Bolsheviki are proceeding with their plans for 
separate peace negotiations. The possibility that they 
may be worsted by their opponents in Russia in the 
course of the present fighting affords a prospect that the 
intended peace may not be consummated and that Russia 
may yet resume a place later on as a participant in the 
war. 

THE BRITISH IN PALESTINE. 


From Jerusalem General Allenby has not attempted 
any immediate ambitious advance to the northward. H« 
still has a Turkish force to the east of him, operating 
from the Hedjaz railway. During the week he overcame 





an outpost of this force, holding high ground only two 
miles southeast of Jerusalem. The Turks along ‘the 
Hedjaz railway offer a menace to his right flank in case 
he moves northward, and the cutting of this line would 
naturally greatly strengthen his position. An expedition 
to the east would involve a cross of the deep Jordan 
valley depression and surmounting the heights beyond.

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NOTES OF THE WAR. 

British casualties reported in the week ending Dec. 18, 
totalled 17,976 officers and men as follows: Officers killed 
or died of wounds, 3,311; men, 3,181; officers wounded 
or missing, 1,039; men, 13,425. 


Fourteen British merchantmen of more than 1,600 tons 
and three under that tonnage were sunk by mine or sub- 
marine during the last week, according to the Admiralty 
statement of Dec. 19. One fishing vessel also was sunk. 
The losses to French shipping by mine-or submarine 
for the week ending Dec. 15 were one vessel under 1,600 
tons. One ship was attacked, but escaped. No fishing 
craft was sunk. 

‘The official statement has been made that more than 
4,500 ships have been safely guarded to Scandinavian 
ports by British warships since the convoy system was 
inaugurated in April, 1917. 

Two neutral merchant vessels and a trawler were 
sunk off the Tyne on Dec. 12 by German destroyers, 
Thomas J. Macnamara, financial secretary to the Ad- 
miralty, announced in the House of Commons, 

During August, September and October this year 
485,000 officers and men arrived in England from the 
front on leave. The number of leaves granted for the 
same period last year was 85,000. 

An imperial decree prescribing for the duration of the 
war the formation of a new section in the German Im- 
perial Navy Department to be called the U-Boat Depart- 
ment has just been published, says an Amsterdam dis- 
patch of Dec. 16. The new department deals solely with 
U-boat affairs, which heretofore have been handled by 
the dock yards section of the Navy Department. 

New contingents were called by the Italian govern- 
ment on Dec. 16. The classes of troops already mobilized 
consist of all eligible and fit men between the ages of 
eighteen and forty-three. 





RAID BY GERMAN DESTROYERS, 


For the second time within three months German war- 
ships have succeeded in a surface attack on small forces 
of British warships convoying neutral Scandinavian .mer- 
chant ships. The latest attack was made off the British 
coast early on Dec. 12 by four fast German destroyers. 
The British destroyer Partridge was sunk and a second 
British destroyer, the Pelew, was damaged. Four Brit- 
ish mine sweepers were also sunk, as well as six neutral 
merchantmen in the convoy; a total of eleven ships. The 
Germans suffered ‘no loss in vessels. The loss of life was 
quite small and strange to say the Germans departed 
from their usual custom and actually saved three officers 
and twenty-one men from the destroyer Partridge, and 
one officer and twenty-five men from the trawlers. The 
prisoners were taken to Kiel. Sighty-eight Scandi- 
navians, two of whom are women, and ten British were 
rescued by four British destroyers detached from a 
cruiser squadron which hastened to the scene. Other 
survivors reached Norway in boats. Sir Eric Geddes, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in the House of Com- 
mons on Dec. 17 said that for some reason, as yet un- 
explained, the force which was sent for the purpose of 
protecting the convoy against surface attacks was not on 
the scene in time to prevent the destruction of the con- 
voy.

ITALIAN TORPEDO CRAFT ATTACK. 

Capt. Lamberto Vannutelli, Italian naval attaché at 
Washington, has received a communique from the Min- 
istry of Marine at Rome, which states that on the night 
of Dec. 9-10 certain Italian torpedo craft, after success- 
fully penetrating the enemy’s mine obstructions and mine 
fields, entered the harbor of Trieste, where they dis- 
charged four torpedoes against two Austrian warships 
of the Monarch class. 
targets and detonated. All the Italian units returned 
safely and with no injuries to officers or men, to their 
home bases. The Austrian battleship Wien was sunk by 
a torpedo on Dec. 9, it was admitted by the Austrian gov- 
ernment, and this is probably one of the vessels the 
Italian torpedoboats hit. Most of her crew, the Aus- 
trians claim, were saved. The Wien was an old but use- 
ful ship of 5,600 tons displacement with a water line 
length of 315 feet and a beam of 56 feet! She was built 
in 1895, and her main battery was composed of four 
9-inch guns, disposed in two turrets with armor ten and 
one-half inches thick, the same as her side armor belt 


amidships. She had an armored deck of two and one- 
half inches. Her speed was seventeen knots and she was 
equipped with two above water torpedo tubes. Her 
ordinary complement was 440 men. ¢

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS 


Civil Engr. Charles W. Parks, U.S.N., was nominated 
on Dec. 18 to be Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, with rank of rear admiral for the term of four 
years. He will succeed Civil Engr. Frederic R. Harris, 
who was detached some weeks ago to become general 
manager of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, from which 
office he recently resigned. Civil Engineer Parks was 
born in Massachusetts March 22, 1863, and was appointed 
in the Navy July 19, 1897. He reached his present 
rank Aug. 8, 1913, and has had a sea service of five years 
and two months. He has been serving as public works 
officer at the naval station at Hawaii. Civil Engineer 
Harris was appointed Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks Jan. 21, 1916. His new assignment has not yet 
been announced. 

Second Lieut. George D. Riley, Coast Art. Corps, U.S. 
A., who has been placed on the retired list for disability 
incident to the service with the rank of first lieutenant, 
was the senior second lieutenant in the Coast Artillery. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant in the Army from 
civil life Aug. 10, 1910. He received the degree of A.B. 
from St. John’s College at Annapolis in 1907. He failed 
in his examination for promotion in 1916, and was under 
treatment at the Walter Reed General Hospital for 
some time. 





The appointment of Capt. Godfrey L. Carden, of the 
U.S. Coast Guard, division commander, as supervisor of 
anchorages, Port of New York, is an excellent one. Cap- 
tain Carden is known as a thorough and energetic officer 
of wide experience, who can be relied upon to enforce 
the laws to the letter without fear or favor. He has 
been shouldered with a grave responsibility. The Cap- 
tain, while in command of Coast Guard cutters, has made 
some of the best records of salvage and of rescue work 
under the most dangerous conditions of winter storms in 
the history of the Service. Captain Carden, who has 
been in charge of recruiting for the Coast Guard, will still 
retain his headquarters at the Barge Office, New York 
city. He will have absolute control over everything that 
floats in the harbor, including all the navigable waters 
in the metropolitan district, and his especial attention 
will be given to the handling of cargoes of explosives. He 
will have a large number of armed guards under his 
command. Guards will be placed upon all vessels carry- 
ing explosives, and their particular duty will be to see 
that the rules prescribed by the War Department for the 
government of traffic and anchorages in the harbor, as in- 
terpreted and ordered by Captain Carden, are obeyed. 
It is understood that there have been the most amazing 
failures to obey the rules prescribed for shipping explo- 
sives, and proper regard for safe anchoring of vessels 
containing explosives. This will not be tolerated, and 
at the ship anchorages selected in Gravesend and Rari- 
tan Bays rules will be strictly enforced in every case. 
Captains of vessels loaded with explosives may before 
leaving their piers receive advice from Captain Carden 
in the Barge Office at the Battery as to available anchor- 
age room, and thus a great deal of trouble and expense 
may be avoided.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. Bernard John Dowling Irwin, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died at his home, Coburg, Canada, Dec. 15, 1917. 
He was the holder of a Congressional Medal of Honor, 
awarded for gallantry in action in Arizona Feb. 13-14, 
1861. At that time he was an assistant surgeon in the 
Army, and voluntarily took command of troops and at- 
tacked and defeated thé hostile Indians he met on the 
way. General Irwin was born in Ireland in 1830 and 
came to this country at an early age. He was gradu- 
ated from the New York Medical College in 1850. He 
had joined the 7th N.G.N.Y. in 1848, General Irwin 
received the brevet rank of lieutenant colonel and colonel 
U.S.A. for faithful and meritorious services during the 
Civil War and was honorably mentioned in an engage- 
ment with Indians near Apache Pass, Ariz., in Feb., 1861, 
and was also complimented in Department General Or- 
ders. He entered the Army as an assistant surgeon Aug. 
28, 1856, was promoted captain in 1861, major and sur- 
geon in 1862, lieutenant colonel and assistant medical 
purveyor in 1885, colonel and assistant surgeon in 1890, 
and was retired in June, 1894, on reaching the age limit 
of sixty-four years. He was advanced to brigadier gen- 
eral on the retired list for Civil War service in 1904. 
General Irwin’s first service was in Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona against hostile Indians. He served as post 
surgeon at different Army posts in the West, and in 1861 
he accompanied the troops evacuating Arizona to New 
Mexico. He was medical director of General Boyd's 
brigade, and among other duties was medical director of 
the Army of the Kentucky and of the Army of the South- 
west. He was with the White River Expedition, co- 
operating in the capture of Fort Hendman, Ark., in 
1863. General Irvin was engaged during the Civil War 
in organizing Army hospitals at St. Louis, Mo., and was 
superintendent of the U.S. Army general hospitals, which 
consisted of ten hospitals with 4,600 beds, during which 
some 60,000 sick and wounded soldiers were successfully 
provided for. Following the Civil War he served at vari- 
ous posts in the West and was post surgeon at the U.S. 
Military Academy from October, 1873, to September, 
1878. In September, 1878, he went on leave to Europe, 
being absent for one year. He had command of Detach- 
ments C and H of the 7th U.S. Infantry in an engagement 
with the Indians near Apache, Ariz., in February, 1861; 
was present at the Battle of Shiloh, Tenn., and was espe- 
cially commended for distinguished services on the field. 
He was present at the siege of Corinth, Miss.; took part 
in the campaign in Sorth Alabama and Middle of Ten- 
nessee; and participated in the Battle of Richmond, Ky., 
in August, 1862, on which occasion he was taken pris- 
oner. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Wilson Hubbell, U.S.A., retired, 
died in Washington, D.C., Dec, 15, 1917, at the age of 
seventy-five years. General Hubbell spent fifty-two years 
of his life in the Army, forty years’ active service, and 
served in two wars. He was born in New York city 
Feb. 8, 1842, the son of Henry Wilson Hubbell, of that 
city., In April, 1861, when President Lincoln called for 
Volunteers, General Hubbell marched to Washington as 
a private in the Tth Regiment, N.Y. State Militia, one of 
the first in the country to respond. Shortly after he was 
commissioned second lieutenant of Volunteer Infantry, 
and served in that capacity two years. He was in several 
campaigns in the South, including the battle of Secession- 
ville, S.C., where he received honorable ‘mention, and 
then, being transferred to the Army of the Potomac, took 
part in the battle of Gettysburg as aide-de-camp to 
Major Gen. H. G. Wright. He was commissioned in the 





Regular Army in 1867, second lieutenant, Ist Artillery, 
and spent the remainder of his active service in the Ar- 
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tillery, all but a few years being in coast service. He 
was retired in 1905 with rank of brigadier general for 
disability in line of duty. During the Spanish War he 
was colonel of the 201st New York Infantry, which he 
recruited himself in New York city. General Hubbell 
married Sarah Sprague, daughter of Col. John T. 
Sprague, and granddaughter of Major Gen. William J. 
Worth. He is survived by his wife; two sons, Henry W. 
Hubbell, jr., of New York city, and Reginald W. Hub- 
bell, a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy; and two 
daughters, Miss Edith S. Hubbell and Mrs. James A. 
Woodruff, wife of Col. James A. Woodruff, C.B., U.S.A. 
Funeral services were in St. John’s Church, Washing- 
ton, and burial was at Arlington with full military 
honors. The | gg were Major Gen. E. M. Weaver, 
Brig. Gens. A. L. Dade and H. H. C. Dunwoody, re- 
tired, Cols. R. E. Noble, Med. Corps, and J. E. Stephens, 
Gen. Staff Corps, and Major W. P. Van Ness, retired. 
General Hubbell was a fine type of an American soldier 
and a gentleman. He was tall and straight and of dis- 
tinguished appearance. His many noble qualities are 
shown by the admiration, respect, and affection of all 
officers and men who served under him, and everyone who 
came in contact with him. 

Major John W. McKie (Coast Art.), Q.M.Corps, U.S. 
A., died at 103 West 78th street, New York city, on the 
morning of Dec. 17, 1917, of pneumonia. His remains 
were buried at Arlington, Dec. Major McKie was 
born in Canada June 5, 1882, and was graduated from the 
U.S.M.A. in June, 1904, when he was assigned as a sec- 
ond lieutenant to the Artillery Corps. He was detailed 
to the Q.M. Corps in 1914, and was last on duty at 
Hoboken, N.J. Major McKie was a graduate of the 
Coast Artillery School. Major McKie leaves a wife and 
small daughter. 

Medical Inspector Henry Albert Dunn, U.S.N., who 
died in Brooklyn, N.Y., Dec. 13, 1917, following an attack 
of acute indigestion, was born in Washington, D.C., Feb. 
1, 1874. During the Spanish-American war he served as 
an assistant surgeon in the Volunteer Navy, and was ap- 
pointed in the Regular service in June, 1900. He was 
promoted a surgeon in 1910 and medical inspector in 
1917. He was last on duty in the Hospital Ship Havana. 

Capt. John R. Martin, U.S.M.C., was killed in an 
automobile accident near Port Beudet, Hayti, Dec. 15, 
1917, where his regiment is on duty. He was born in 
Michigan Feb, 24, 1893, and was appointed Sept. 29, 
1916. He is survived by his mother, Mrs. Mary Ravenel, 
Charleston, S.C. 

Lieut. Edward Forbes Greene, U.S.N., lecturer on 
naval science and tactics at Harvard, and head of the 
School for Ensigns, at the university, died suddenly in 
his home at Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 18, 1917. He re- 
signed from the Navy in 1909, and was reappointed in 
1911. He had only recently been admitted to the Har- 
vard faculty, and was a graduate of Annapolis. Lieu- 
tenant Greene was the son of the late Daniel Crosby 
Greene, a missionary, and one of his four brothers is 
Jerome D. Greene, of New York, a member of the Har- 
vard board of overseers.

The War. Department is seriously considering the dis- 
continuance of the practice of making public excerpts 
from special orders on the ground that disclosure of 
military information of importance has been a result of 
the appearance of Army orders in the daily papers. Most 
of the large dailies are making these orders a feature, 
publishing a column or more in eacl? issue. Despite 
the fact that the excerpts are not “posted” until from 
four to seven days have elapsed, it has been found that 
often valuable bits of information hase been disclosed. 
If this is the case it would appear to be equally effective 
to suppress or delay only those orders that might give 
such information. 





THE ARMY TRUCK TRAIN. 

The. first U.S. Army truck train running on its own 
power between Detroit and the Atlantic seaboard left 
the Packard factory at Detroit on Dec. 14. The train 
is designated by the Army as Division Supply Train No. 
308, Truck Co. No.2. It is made up of thirty Packard 
chainless trucks. Capt. Bennett Bronson is in command 
of the convoy service, and Lieut. C. A. Riley, in direct 
command of the train. This test of the practicability of 
sending new trucks from factory to seaboard on their 
own wheels was planned by the Quartermaster Corps of 
the Army in conjunction with the Highways Transporta- 
tion Committee of the Council of National Defense, and 
is a substantial evidence of the close-knit co-operation 
of the Government’s agencies for the prosecution of the 
war. The men driving the trucks were ordered to De- 
troit from Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio, and from 
Marfa, Texas. The trucks are three-ton capacity and 
are fitted with bodies built according to Quartermaster 
Corps specifications. Among them were tank trucks, 
with gasoline and oil, and one kitchen truck, carrying the 
food supplies for the trip. The Army men will be quar- 
tered in armories in the various cities along the route, 
which is generally as follows: Detroit to Toledo, Cleve- 
land, Ravenna, Pittsburgh, over the Lincoln Highway to 
P hiladelphia and thence to the seaboard. 

The train reached Toledo on Dec. 15 and Cleveland 
on Dec. 18. All the cars are consigned to General 
Pershing in France and are covered with khaki canvas, 
like the old-fashioned prairie schooner. There are sev- 
enty-eight enlisted ..en in the crews, and four officers 
They are averaging around ten miles an hour in spite of 
snowdrifts and generally bad road conditions. The trucks 
carry streamers saying “Great Lakes to oft “Don’t 
back nus vp until we get over there’ and “Packards for 
Pershing.” 

In a statement issued by Quartermaster General 
Sharpe on Dec. 16 he said that if the Army’s new truck 
transport service to the seaboard proves successful the 
total relief to the railroads, through the shipment to the 
coast under their own power of the 30,000 war trucks 
the Army has under construction will amount to 690,000 
tons, and also will permit the transportation of 90,000 
tons of Government materials to the coast from the in- 
terior storage depots. “The plan,” said General Sharpe, 
“will also provide adequate opportunity for the training 
of an effective corps of transport drivers and officers. 
Working in close touch with the storage committee of 
the Council of National Defense, the highways transport 
committee is laying out a comprehensive system of 
through routes between the truck production centers, the 
storage centers and Atlantic coast ports.”

C. G. Giddings; that he seized the arm of Private Kleber, 
which was sore from vaccination, while the private was asleep, 
and that he also awoke Pt. G. R. Amunds by pulling and 
twisting the latter’s nose. It was also charged that he ex- 
hibited a boitle containing whiskey or other liquor and offered 
a drink therefrom to enlisted men around him, and that he 
also offered to assist enlisted men in introducing liquor inte 
the camp. 

He was found guilty of the charge, and of all the specifica- 
tions, and was sentenced to bo dismissed from the service to 
from Nov. 8, 1917, the sentence being approved by 
President Wilson.

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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


Congress adjourned on Dec. 18 for the Christmas holi- 
days and will reconvene on Jan. 3, 1918. 

The House, on Dec. 15, after amending the resolution 
in various minor particulars passed H.J. Res. 174 “for 
the purpose of promoting efficiency, for the utilization, of 
the resources and industries of the United States, for 
lessening the expenses of the war, and restoring the loss 
caused by the war by providirg for the employment of 
a discovery or invention called the ‘Garabed,’ claiming 
to make possible the utilization of free energy.” The 
Committee _on Patents reported, in part: ‘If Mr. 
Giragossian s claim is well founded, which of course can 
be determined only by a demonstration, the possible re- 
sults of the general use of the means in question is 
beyond the power of man’s imagination. He says that 
it would be entirely possible, by the use of the means in 
question, for a ship to cross and recross the seas without 
stopping for fuel, and for airships to do likewise. The 
locomotive steam engine would, according to Mr. Giragos- 
sian, be replaced by something much lighter and more 
effective. There would in fact be no purpose to which 
energy might be applied without limit. that would not 
be promoted immeasurably.” 

Congressional inquiry into sanitary conditions at Camp 
Mills, Hempstead, L.I., was asked in a resolution intro- 
duced Dec. 18 by Representative Jeanette Rankin, of 
Montana. It was referred to the Rules Committee. 

Mr. Sherwood, in calling up a Civil War pension bill 
(H.R. 7634) on Dee. 15 said: “This bill contains 344 
names, and ninety per cent. of them were in bills con- 
sidered by the last Congress. The Committee on Invalid 
Pensions had no bill after Feb. 1 of this year. If the 


soldiers pensioned by this bill: should live until. the end ° 


of the year, the actual cost of the bill would bea trifle 
over $49,000. These are nearly all desperate cases. The 
bill will not cost in the aggregate over $40,000. The in- 
creases are all moderate. No widows are pensioned in 
this bill, except eight who have helpless and dependent 
children. For the information of the House I desire to 
state that the Committee on Invalid Pensions have de- 
cided that they will consider no pension bills for widows, 
owing to the fact that the Act of Oct. 6, 1917, provided 
a pension of $25 a month for all widows of the Civil 
War.” 

The Secretary of the Navy recommends a change 
in the law regarding the admission ages of candi- 
dates for the Naval Academy, to require that they 
“must be between the ages of sixteen and twenty years 
on July 1 of the calendar year in which they enter 
the Academy-” This would remove inequalities and un- 
certainties existing under present laws, the law of 1903 
saying “all candidates * * * at time of examination 
must be between the ages of sixteen and twenty years,” 
and the law of 1917 as to appointments (100 annually) 
from enlisted men “not more than twenty years old on 
date of entrance to the Naval Aeademy.” 

The Secretary of the Navy recommends the enactment 
of a bill “That hereafter the Secretary of the Navy may 
determine where and when there are no public quarters 
available for persons in the Navy and Marine Corps, or 
serving therewith, within the meaning of any acts or 
parts of acts relating to the assignment of quarters or 
commutation thereof.” The Secretary says: “Officers of 
the Navy, except midshipmen, when on shore duty, and 
members of the Nurse Corps, female, are entitled to 
quarters or commutation therefor. All adequate public 
quarters available must be occupied before commuta- 
tion of quarters is allowed. When there are no public 
quarters for their accommodation, or where the public 
quarters have not been hired for their use, such persons 
are entitled to commutation of quarters. The question of 
whether or not public quarters were available has, in 
many cases, given rise to considerable difference of opin- 
‘ion, and has resulted in material detriment to the effi- 
ciency of the Service. The assignment of public quarters 
to such persons is an administrative matter, and, in 
order to promote the efficiency of the Service, should be 
left to the discretion of the Department.” 

The Secretary of the Navy in a report to the House 
asking for an amendment of the paragraph in the Naval 
Act of 1916 relative to loss of pay on account of absence 
through sickness or disease resulting from. misconduct, 
would have the word injury included with sickness and 
disease, He says: ‘The Department believes that a man 
who is absent from duty on account of injury “resulting 
from his own intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic 
liquors, or other misconduct,” is no more deserving of 
pay than one “absent from duty on account of sickness 
or disease resulting from his own intemperate use of 
drugs or alcoholic liquors, or other misconduct.” Cases 
arise where enlisted men are absent from duty as a re- 
sult of injuries received in fighting or brawls and other- 
wise where, in the opinion of the Department, the dis- 
abilities which have been the direct cause of their absence 
was chargeable, either mediately or immediately, to acts 
of misconduct on the part of the men. They receive full 
pay from the Government without earning same by the 
proper performance of duty.” 

Seeretary. Daniels favors the passage of a bill to au- 
thorize the payment-to Brig. Gen. Littleton W. T. Waller, 
U.S.M.G., of $318.90, amount stolen from public funds 
at the navy yard, Norfolk, by a private in the Marine 
Corps, and which amount was reimbursed to the Govern- 
ment by said Littleton W. T. Waller, he having been 
held only technically responsible for the loss. 

A number of cases have arisen in the past where offi- 
cers of the Navy and Marine Corps have absented them- 
selves without leave or remained absent without leave, 
and have continued in such absence indefinitely without 
being heard from. Such absence, of course, results in a 
vacancy in the grade of which the absentee is a number. 
When the grade of such officer is one limited in number, 
that grade is thus reduced below its authorized strength, 
and the Navy Department is without express authority 
of law to fill the vacancy. To remedy this, Secretary 
Daniels asks for the enactment of a bill authorizing the 
President “to drop from the rolls of the Navy or Marine 
Corps any officer thereof who is absent from duty with- 
out leave for a period of three months or more, or who, 
having been found guilty by the civil authorities of any 
offense, is finally sentenced to confinement in a state or 
Federal penitentiary: Provided, That no officer so 
dropped shall be eligible for reappointment.

184, Mr. Copley.—To. permit any soldier, sailor, 
marine or, other person engaged in the service of the U.S 
during the present war to accept decorations for valor from 
any of the nations allied with the U.S. in the prosecution of said 
war.

H.R. 7329, Mr. Padgett——To provide for the disposition of 
the effects of deceased persons in the naval service. 

H.R. 7337, Mr. Dyer—To amend Sec. 37 of the National De- 
fense’ Act of June 3, 1916, so that. hereafter no further details 
of officers for duty in the Quartermaster Corps shall be made 
under the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901; that all vaeancies-which 
will occur in the commissioned grades of the Q.M. Corps through 
operation of this Act shall be filled by appointment of officers of 
the Q.M. section of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, U.S.A., with 
rank not lower than that which they hold on date of such ap- 
pointments, and the President is authorized to recommission and 
appoint them accordingly: Provided, That the basis of eligibility 
for such appointment shall be same as that provided in Sec. 37, 
Act of June 3, 1916, hereinbefore referred to, and that prefer- 
ence in making such appointments shall be given to those Re- 
serve officers who have had longest service in Q.M. Corps, either 
as commissioned officers, non-commissioned officers, or civilian 
employees: Provided further, That when such Reserve officers 
have been recommissioned and appointed to fill said vacancies 
in Q.M. Corps they shall be entitled to all pay, promotion, allow- 
ances and retired pay as provided for medical officers in Sec. 37 
of this Act, except that for purpose of active and retired pay, 
credit shall be given for all prior service in Q.M. Corps, either 
as commissioned officer, non-commissioned officer, or tivilian 
employee. ‘ 

H.R. 7346, Mr. Fitzgerald—That the appropriation of 
$100,000,000 “for the national security and defense, to be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the President,” contained in the 
general deficiency appropriation Act of April 17, 1917, is con- 
tinued and made available until June 30, 1918. 

H.R. 7568, Mr. Griest-—To repeal provisions of law author- 
izing payment of compensation to postmasters for procuring en- 
listments in the Army, the Navy, and the Marine Corps. 

H.R. 7617, Mr. Sears.—To promote Lieut. Col. Joseph Y. 
Porter, M.C., U.S.A., retired, to be a colonel in the Medical 
Corps of the Army, on the retired list, and under provision of 
act approved June 3, 1916, to place him on active military duty 
and service in the Army, 

H.R. 7638, Mr. Booher.—To so regulate the precedence of the 
officers. of the U.S. Marine Corps that the fourteen graduates of 
the Naval Academy who at the present date are junior to a 
number of temporary and probationary officers in the grade of 
captain will be made senior to such temporary or probationary 
officers on the lineal list of the Marine Corps. The bill reads: 
That all those officers of U.S. Marine Corps who were given reg- 
ular permanent commissions dating March 80, 1917, and June 
29, 1917, be made senior on the lineal list of the Marine Corps 
to all officers given temporary commissions between those dates 
and to such other officers previously appointed who at present 
date are holding appointments for a probationary period of two 
years, 

H.R. 7638, Mr. Padgett-——To authorize Secretary of Navy to 
make payment to employees of Nayy for leave not taken and 
used by employees during the period of the war. 


ASSISTANT ADJUTANTS GENERAL. D 

H.R. 7645, Mr. Siegel—That Army field clerks now in active 
service in the A.G.Dept. shall hereafter be known as assistant 
adjatants general, and the President is hereby authorized to 
appoint and commission them, by and with advice and consent 
of Senate, assistant adjutants general in A.G. Dept., U.S.A.; 
Previded, That Army field clerks in A.G. Dept. now inactive 
service who at date of approval of this Act shall have had less 
than five years’ governmental service may be appointed A.A.G, 
with rank, pay and allowances of second lieutenant; over five 
years, first lieutenant; over fifteen years, captain.

Sec. 2. Hereafter a candidate for appointment as assistant 
adjutant general must be a citizen of U.S..between ages of 
twenty-one and twenty-seven years, and shall not be appointed 
until he shall have passed a satisfactory examination. An as- 
sistant adjutant general appointed herefter under this Act shall 
fer first years of service as such have rank, pay, and allowances 
of second lieutenant; after five years lieutenant, and after fifteen 
years’ service, captain. Any assistant adjutant general, in or- 
der to be promoted, must first pass a satisfactory examination, 
under such rules as the President may prescribe, as to qualifi- 
cations and adaptability for’the military service; and if such 
assistant adjutant general shall be found deficient at such exam- 
ination he shall be discharged from the Army with one year’s 
pay.

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THE CHRISTMASTIDE. 


Of all the social customs of the Christian world there 
is none that brings so certain a reward of happiness as 
do the family gatherings of the holiday season. Wheth¢ . 
one be young or old these festivities bring with them. for 
the time being, a surcease of daily anxieties and r spon- 
sibilities and a renewal in our hearts of that spirit of 
good will on earth and peace to men which the angels 


proclaimed to the shepherds abiding upon the hills over- 
looking the Christ-ch!ld’s birthplace. 
Our readers, young and old, we feel are a part of the 


one family of the Services, a family that only a little 
while ago seemed very small and set quite apart from 
the rest of the world owing to the exigencies of military 


life which made some of its members spend the holiday 
time in the steaming tropics and others in the dark and 
bitter cold of an Alaska winter, with seldom a fixed 


habitation and almost invariably far afield from the 
place that was really home. In those days few were the 
civilians whoever talked of our soldiers and sailors or 
ever thought of them, whereas nowadays the soldier and 
the sailor of the United States may be said to be in every 


home, in every heart, on everyone’s lips. War has brought 


to us the largest family we have ever had. And as at 
family gatherings the world over at the holiday time the 
new join the old, so with us the same fashion prevails, 
Toour readers, young and old, we are the oldest journal- 
istic guardian they have and in this sense the head of the 
clan. And it is out of thé deep affection we have for 


all of them that on this day we wish them A Happy 
Christmas. 


Except to the rare solitary soul the Christmastide is 
not a season that calls for a display of fortitude. But 
wartime calls insistently on us for that quality and war- 


time will not be denied it. Our task must be to make 
fortitude a thing of grace, to carry it gallantly. Thus 


only will we hearten our soldiers in the unaccustomed 
and populous solitudes of the cantonments and in the 
muddy fields of France and our sailors guarding troop- 


ships on the bitter North Atlantic or holding to some 
lohely tour of duty on a watch-boat off our own coast. 
And it is in this task that we stay-at-homes have the 
harder part. For whereas.our sailors and our soldiers 


have the perpetual reward of active service, to us comes 
nothing but the unceasing penalty of anxiety, heartache 
and the burden of inaction. 

To preach at the Christmastide is the privilege and a 


duty ‘of quite another profession than ours. But along 
with wishing our readers A Happy Christmas we feel at 
this*time like suggesting the theme for a lay sermon that 
our readers can preach for themselves. It is to cultivate 
fortitude as the finest flower in the world so that it will 
bloom in every heart and send its brave color and heavy 
perfume up and down the land and over the bleak ocean 
to’ distant France. So cultivated it will deny wartime 
of its terrors and heartaches; so cultivated it will renew 
once more the peacetime spirit of the heliday season; s0 
cultivated it will join our wishes with yours for A 
Happy Christmas that will echo so loudly in every heart 
as to drown drumbeat and cannon shot. So cultivated, 
in fact, fortitude will be transmuted into quite another 
element. It will be changed into that beneficence which 
keeps the Christmas spirit in our hearts the year round. 
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A MIRROR TO THE NATION. 

The current “survey” by the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee of the War Department’s preparations for 
the war, and more particularly of the preliminary work 
of the Ordnance Department, is not so much an investiga- 
tion as it is a revelation. It is the holding up to the 
nation a great mirror in which the people of the United 
States can see themselves and their chosen representa- 
tives in Congress reflected in all their blind indifference 
to a few simple truths about military affairs as to which 
they have elected to remain indifferent these many years. 
If this mirror had the fabled qualities of Oriental crystal 
globes it would reveal to the people of the United States 
a few pictures, emerging and disappearing, of their men- 
tal experiences since the outbreak of the European war. 
They would see their sudden realization of how little 
we were prepared for participation in such a war if it 
came on us as suddenly as it did on Europe. They would 
see their belated emotional response to the “Prepared- 
ness” idea and the shocking suddenness with which they 
dropped it. They would see their legislators attempting 
(and for a time successfully) to cripple the General Staff 
of the Army through the agency of the otherwise ad- 
mirable National Defense Act. And they would see them 
selves permitting their legislators to make huge appro- 
priations for ships and guns and munitions and clothing 
only when it was years too late. This is what we see 
in the mirror the Senate Military Affairs Committee is 
holding up to the nation; and these pictures are there 
for everyone else to see if he will but clear his eye@ 
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of the mists of indifference and ignorance that has 
clouded them too long. 

A striking illustbation of this general indifference is 
to be found in the case of General Crozier who, as the 
Chief of Ordnance, is the storm center of the results of 
the Senate Committee’s survey. Renominated by the 
President on Dec, 14 as Chief of Ordnance, General 
Crozier has been the Chief of Ordnance for sixteen years. 
One sentence alone in General Crozier’s recent testi- 
mony speaks in justification for the case of his depart- 
ment and cries aloud in blame on Congress and the peo- 
ple for that case. When he was asked why his depart- 
ment did not expend the huge sums appropriated at the 
last two sessions of Congress he replied: “We were not 
used to them.” Asking for a legitimate allowance for 
adequate preparedness year after year, bound always by 
the rigorous demands of Congress that every dollar 
should be accounted for beforehand, enmeshed in the red 
tape wrapped round contract-making by the same law- 
making body: Is it to be wondered that initiative grew 
dull in -all these years? ‘If General Crozier lucked in 
jnitiative and executive ability why has Congress taken 
all these years to discover that fact? . 

Some poignant words on this subject of indifference 
to the best military interests of the United States (in- 
difference taking the form of interference in this case) 
are to be found in Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott’s annual 
report as Chief of Staff which is reported extensively on 
another page of this issue of the JouRNAL. General 
Scott describes the crippled condition of the General Staff 
when war was declared on April 6, a condition which he 
ascribed solely to the first effect of the sections in the 
National Defense Act which not only reduced the size of 
the General Staff but also prohibited more than half of 
its fifty-five officers from being on duty in or near 
Washington. Of the situation thus created he writes: 
“Nothing could more clearly show the practical dis- 
advantage to the country of having the law limit so un- 
conditionally the number of officers who even in an 
emergency may be assembled in a given place, as Wash- 
ington, in order to do that work. An emergency may 
arise of such delicacy as to make it unwise to request 
Congress to enact a special law providing the agencies 
to meet. it; the crisis may pass and no harm is done, 
but if the erisis does not pass but grows into a great 
war, is it wise to cripple the very instrument of prepara- 
tion which the law and the country rely upon for pro- 
tection ?” 

And of the attitude of those responsible for those sec- 
tions in the National Defense Act he says: “Whatever 
may have been the changes in the method of commanding 
the Army which this legislation was intended to bring 
about, I believe that its passage by Congress was based 
upon a misconception of the true rdle of a General Staff 
and a Chief of Staff. Its effect has not as yet been con- 
siderable, but it indicates a tendency to revert to a sys- 
tem which we have tried in a small Army and found 
wanting even there, and which if now applied to our 
larger Army would present a grave danger. I cannot 
imagine why this seeming suspicion should exist as to 
the honesty of purpose toward the Government and dis- 
interested loyalty toward the whole military service of 
the Chief of Staff and his assistants, that ever-changing 
body of officers known as the General Staff.” 

“This seeming suspicion.” Here is an unconscious 
vignette of the attitude of the Congress and of the peo- 
ple toward the Army and the Navy in time of peace par- 
ticularly. It is the last picture we shall project on the 
mirror just now for the people of the United States to 
look upon. If they will but turn away from the mirror 
with a deeper sense of their own neglects of our military 
affairs the “survey” of Senator Chamberlain and his 
committee will not have been made in vain. But ex- 
perience of former investigations of Army affairs and 
their fruits has been that the people look upon them as 
visions seen in a glass darkly and then forget them. The 
circle of indifference, awakened interest, quick resent- 
ment and indifference once more is complete.

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THE NEW WAR COUNCIL. 

Following a long conference with the President, Secre- 
tary of War Baker announced on Dec. 15 the formation 
of a War Council, to be composed of the Secretary of 
War, Assistant Secretary of War and five ranking officers 
of the Army. ‘The latter include, for the present, the 
Chief of Staff, Gen. Tasker H. Bliss; the Quarter- 
master General, Major Gen. Hanry G. Sharpe; the Chief 
of Coast Artillery, Major Gen. Erasmus M. Weaver; the 
Chief of Ordnance, Major Gen. William Crozier; and the 
Judge Advocate General (also Provost Marshal General), 
Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder. The officers detailed to 
duty with the War Council will not be relieved of their 
work with the several staff departments, but administra- 
tive details will b¢ shifted, so far as possibie, to their 
chief assistants, or to acting chiefs who will be appointed 
in their stead. The council, it is announced, is to devote 
itself to “the larger problems” of the War Department. 
This is interpreted generally to mean that it will act with 
the Inter-Allied War Council to determine questions of 
strategy and important matters which have to do with 
international policies. Secretary Baker, in his statement, 
after announcing the personnel of the War Council, says: 
“The purpose of the council is to oversee and co-ordi- 
nate ‘all matters of supply of our field armies and the 
military relations between the armies in the field and the 
War Department. ‘The council will act through the 
Chief of Staff and will be proved suitable accommoda- 
tions and facilities for the transaction of its business. 
The work of the War Council is of the highest impor- 
tance and there will be added to the council from time to 








time general officers of large experience, so that it may 
constitute the main reliance of the department for the 
large planning and initiative necessary to make our sup- 
port of the armies in the field most effective and helpful. 

“Upon the return of General Bliss from Europe, he will 
bring to the council fresh knowledge of the conditions as 
they affect all branches of the service. From time to 
time members of the council will be directed to spend in 
the theater of war the time necessary to make general 
observations and special studies for the information of the 
council, to the end that there may be constantly present 
with the council officers of distinction and ability who 
have had opportunity for personal observation in the 
theater of war. All details as to the council are at the 
pleasure of the Secretary of War. While any officer is 
detailed to the council, provision will be made to free 
him from administrative duties and responsibilities. The 
War Council does not take over the specialized duties of 
the General Staff or the War College, but is intended to 
bring to the larger problems of the department both the 
experience and general training of the officers of most 
mature years and largest experience in the service.” 

New Acting Bureau Chiefs. 

Secretary Baker said that it was useless to speculate 
as to the identity of the additiondl members to be ap- 
pointed later as he had not given any thought to such 
appointments so far. He issued the following memoran- 
dum on Dee. 18 directed to Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Chief 
of Staff: 

“Please direct the members “of the War Council to 
assemble and organize and prepare for submission to me 
the rules and regulations governing their deliberations. 

“Make the following assignments to cover the admin- 
istrating conduct of the several bureaus during the con- 
tinuance of the detail of the bureau chiefs to the War 
Council: Brig. Gen. John D. Barrette to be Acting 
Chief of Coast Artillery, Brig. Gen. Charles B. Wheeler 
to be Acting Chief of Ordnance, Major Gen. George W. 
yoethals to be recalled to active service and detailed as 
Acting Quartermaster General, 

“Have the bureau chiefs in question arrange as rap- 
idly as possible the transfer of the administering detail 
of their several bureaus to the acting chiefs.” 

General Bliss and Major General Crowder will continue 
to be in active charge of their offices for the time being, 
although in the case of the Judge Advocate General the 
routine work of that office has been in the hands of a 
substitute (Lieut. Col. Samuel T. Ansell) for several 
months. It is probable that the council will take over the 
offices now occupied by the Chief of Ordnance, that bu- 
reau being removed to another building. 

The War Council held its first meeting on Dec. 19. 
Those in attendance besides’ Secretary Baker and Assist- 
ant Secretary Crowell were Generals Bliss, Crozier, 
Sharpe, Crowder and Weaver. Secretary Baker said he 
was more than ever convinced the War Council would be 
able to give invaluable aid in handling military and sup- 
ply problems. 

From official sources it is learned that Secretary Baker 
had a three-fold purpose in forming the Military. War 
Council. In order of importance these reasons. were: 
(1) to accelerate to the final possible degree our war 
preparations, (2) to co-ordinate the, various branches of 
the War Department, (3) to have an ultra-military board 
of advisers so that the public might not gain the discour- 
aging idea that decisions announced as from the Secretary 
of War were only those of a layman-official. 

Officers returning from the inter-allied conference 
brought with them decided opinions as to the absolute ne- 
cessity for speeding up the preparations of the United 
States. Unofficially it has been stated that the task of 
this country now is to accomplish in six months what the 
Department had calculated might be spread over eigh- 
teen months. The Russian débacle and the transfer of 
strong English and French forces to Italy are reasons 
enough for the changed situation, even if other contribu- 
tory causes_were not present. The necessity for co-ordi- 
nation between the departments will become increasingly 
evident as the present Senate war inquiry progresses. 
Secretary Baker intends not only to secure this in the 
new military council, but, as will be seén from a glance 
at the personnel, he has now machinery for co-ordinating 
line and staff in a manner never before possible. 
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Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., thus writes his 
valedictory as Chief of Staff at the conclusion of his ap- 
peal for sound legislation for a real General Staff in his 
last annual report: “My own motive in making this 
recommendation I believe will not be misunderstood. 
Most of my forty-one years of service has been spent in 
the line; I have belonged to the General Staff Corps 
only as its assistant chief and chief, and I can never 
again be given those functions. I have absorbed none 
of the prejudices and rivalries which the General Staff 
may be charged with nourishing, but which I have never 
observed; I am fully acquainted with the difficulties 
and trials which have confronted it and other corps in 
working together for the common good; this is my last 
annual report and when the war is over my active ca- 
reer is ended. And so in urging the grave necessity for 
the changes I recommend above I believe myself free 
from any influence except a desire to be of use to a ser- 
yice which I love and which has greatly honored me.”

THE NEXT DRAFT. 


A conference was held on Dee., 19, between the Secre- 
tary of War and the Provost Marshal General to discuss 
the necessary steps preliminary_to calling out the second 
draft. Secretary Baker authorized a denial that any defi- 
nite number has been decided upon. “Phere is no justifi- 
cation for any report concerning a definite date for the 
next call, nor as to the number to be called out,” he said. 

Reclassification of all drafted men not yet with the 
colors is.expected to be completed about Feb. 1. Dis- 
tribution of the questionnaires was begun on Dec. 17, 
the plans contemplating the mailing of a certain per- 
centage each week until every registered man has re 
ceived one. 

Transfers from National Army cantonments to Na- 
tional Guard units to fill vacancies in the latter con- 
tinue to be made, thus increasing the deficiency in the 
first draft. Further withdrawals are in process because 
of the demands for special units in the Signal Corps, 
Ordnance Department and Quartermaster Corps. — Be- 
cause of these withdrawals the prediction has been made 
that a third draft will be necessary soon after the second.

TO PROVIDE MILITIA FOR PHILIPPINES. 


The War Department in a communication to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the Senate has requested 
early legislation to relieve a somewhat strained situation 
in the Philippines. A strong feeling is growing in the 
islands that Congress through its failure to authorize the 
enrolment of their Militia organizations was discriminat- 
ing against them. : 

A bill introduced last April by Senator Chamberlain 
to amend the National Defense Act of April 16, 1916, 
contains a provision (Paragraph 19) that the Militia 
and locally created armed forces of the Philippines may 
be called into the Service of the United States and while 
in such service shall be on the same footing as the Na- 
tional Guard; provided that the officers appointed from 
the Regular Army and the Officers’ Reserve Corps shall 
receive the pay and allowances authorized by law; but 
the pay and allowances of the enlisted men shall be those 
fixed by the Philippine Legislature in the act creating the 
Philippine Militia. The Secretary of War now urges 
that Congress take early action to relieve the feeling 
aroused by the long delay in legislating on this subject. 
A special bill for the purpose is H.R. 7697, published on 
another page, under “Bills Before Congress.” ; 
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At present there are no vacancies in the land division 
of the Signal Reserve Corps, except in the grade of sec- 
ond lieutenant, that are now in -process of being filled. 
It is desired and contemplated filling these vacancies in 
the grade of second lieutenant by the promotion of quali- 
fied enlisted men of the various subdivisions of the Signal 
Corps of the Army after such men have been selected for, 
and have satisfactorily completed, a course of instruc- 
tion in the duties of an officer at a Signal Corps training 
camp. It is imtended to establish this training camp 
about Jan. 5, 1918, and to have approximately 400 en- 
listed student: under instruction for a period of about 
three months. The students for this camp will be selected 
by Signal Corps authorities from enlisted men of the 
Signal Corps, exclusive of the Aviation Section, under 
their command or observation. It is therefore not de- 
sired to receive further applications for commission in 
the land section of the Signal Officers’ Reserve Corps.‘

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The canvass of the votes of the soldiers and sailors in 
our Services for candidates in the November election 
in New York city shows once again, and very clearly, 
that there is no such thing as a “soldier vote” in the ac- 
cepted meaning of that term, which ought to be dropped 
forever out of political phrase-making. Major John 
Purroy Mitchel, who made a special appeal to the voters 
on the grounds of his patriotism, received 6,228 votes 
out of a total of 28,889 votes cast by the men in the 
Service; Judge Hylan, the successful candidate, received 
15,722; Morris Hillquit, the Socialist, 3,717; and W. M. 
Bennett, Republican, 3,222. The second striking feature 
of the vote for that was that the figure for the Socialist 
candidate, who ran on a platform opposed to the war, was 
proportionately smaller in the Services vote than in that 
of the city vote. The moral of these figures is that a 
soldier or sailor, when he casts his ballot, votes as a man 
and not as a class.

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The War Department has amended its schedule for the. 
third series of Reserve Officers’ Training Camps, which 
are to be held from Jan. 5 to April 5, 1918, to the extent 
that no divisional camps will be established at seven Na- 
tional Guard camps in the Southern Department. In- 
stead the men from these camps will all be concentrated 
at Leon Springs, Texas. This step was taken with a 
view to saving material and instructors. The following 
divisional camps are eliminated by the above change: 
80th, 31st, 33d, 34th, 37th, 38th and 39th. Additional 
camps will be established at each of the newly organized 
Regular Army divisions, at the remaining National Guard 
and National Army divisions, one each in the Philippines, 
Panama and Hawaii, and one each at Fort Bliss, Texas, 
Fort Sam Houston, Texas, and Chickamauga, Ga. 
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SENATE SURVEY OF WAR PREPARATIONS. 
General Crozier’s Further Testimony. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs resumed 
its open hearings on Dec. 17 with General Crozier again 
before it. In the meantime several executive sessions had 
been held, wherein the Chief of Ordnance had laid be- 
fore the committee information of details of the activi- 
ties of the Ordnance Department since the entry of the 
country into the ‘war. The department has grown 
from a handful to a body occupying fifteen buildings in 
the city of Washington and soon to be housed in a tem- 
porary structufe accommodating a force more than doub- 
ling the capacity of the Army, State and Navy Building. 

In answer to the question whether there was not some 
way to avoid circumlocution and delay by preparing 
estimates without going too much into detail, General 
Crozier said, as an instance of causes, that in estimates 
that reached Congress the day before war was declared on 
April 6, the sums had been lumped by the War Depart- 
ment, although based upon the estimates of the supply 
bureaus of the department. ‘They called for nearly 
$3,000,000,000, of which about $1,000,000,000 was ‘or 
ordnance. But Congress not being informed as to the 
details when the estimates were sent in, waited until 
June 15 before it could make the funds available. 

In the absence of authorization to spend the money 
the big concerns that had to manufacture for the gov- 
ernment were at a standstill. Tue Ordnance Depart- 
ment could not with advantage proceed under the plans 
alréady made, for they were on a scale altogetaer too 
small to meet the conditions of the inevitable war. The 
program had to be changed and with it the whole system 
of buying. Formerly the Department issued its specifi- 
eations and invited bids, but under the new conditions 
there was no competition, for the Department had to 
buy not only the product of all the manufacturers, but 
to encourage all of them to increase their plants and to 
meet the new demand. The Department had also to 
induce manufacturers that were not engaged in making 
war material to convert their plants so that they could 
help to supply the Government with some of the neces- 
sary war material. Many contractors were willing 
tu go ahead with contracts on the assurance that Con- 
gress would appropriate for their production and still 
more began to put their plants in condition to begin 
work as soon as the orders arrived. Out of funds avail- 
able for the purpose the Ordnance Department gave an 
order for 9,000,000 rounds of small arms ammunition. 

Supply of Stecl Forgings. 

At the time war was declared there were but two 
plants—the Midvale and the Bethlehem—that had made 
ordance to any extent. Steel forgings for guns were 
the most pressing need and other steel plants had to be 
equipped to produce them in great quantities and the 
two gunmaking plants had to increase their factories. 
Qu‘stions of price had to be agreed upon before the ap- 
propriations were made in the spring of 1917. Under 
these conditions the big plants pooled their trade se- 
erets for the benefit of the Government and six new 
establishments are producing steel forgings in enormous 
quantities. They had but little machinery for this pur- 
pose and they are still making it. ‘They had to build 
additional buildings, forges, furnaces, turning and finish- 
ing lathes. There were technical difficulties for the De- 
partment to overcome before the Government could use 
funds to assist these concerns. ‘There was a regulation 
that the Government could not buy lands unless speci- 
ally. authorized, but that was gotten over by leasing 
them. ‘Then the money could not be diverted to put 
up buildings, but this end was accomplished by making 
them only temporary structures. These things, slight in 
themselves, contributed to the sum total of the delay. 

Senator Wadsworth inquired, with the evident inten- 
tion of bringing up the question of a munitions purchas- 
ing board or some similar body, whether the depart- 
mental method of sending proposals to the War College, 
to the Chief of Staff and other departments was not 
cumbersome and could not in the opinion of General 
Crozier be improved. 

General Crozier said that this method did not involve 
great delay, that most of it arose in the division that 
made the estimates, and that was cumbersome unless it 
Was made arbitrary. As to the Council of National De- 
fense, the General said that the body closest to Ord- 
nance was the Munitions Board, now the War Indus- 
tries Board. He said this board had three functions: 
the co-ordination of the agencies of the Government and 
the Allies in purchasing, so that none of them should 
get in another’s way; to give their opinions on prices— 
for since there was no competition there was no way to 
determine a fair price except by ascertaining the cost 
and to it adding an amount that would represent profit 
to’ the manufacturer; and in this respect the opinion 
of the board was of value, and the information that the 
board could giveeconcerning the capacity of manufactur- 
ing plants which up to the time of the war had not been 
producing war material, but which could be converted 
into a plant of war usefulness. With all the efforts of 
the board and the Department to encourage manufac- 
ture the appropriations are now as large as the country 
can digest. 

More Latitude in Purchases. 

Senator Wadsworth asked whether the whole purchas- 
ing power should not be centralized in some one body 
to give more dispatch in purchasing for the departments. 
But General Crozier thought that this end would be ac- 
complished better by giving more latitude to the present 
purchasing divisions. He said that a purchasing board 
would have to avail itself of the machinery of the Ord- 
nance Department and the creation of such a board 
would only result in the Department’s reporting to it 
instead of to the Secretary of War. 

The British Ministry of Munitions involves a staff 
of 10,000 at headquarters and 40,000 more scattered 
throughout the country, General Crozier said, adding 
that the American way was simpler and more effective. 
In practice the Ordnance Department makes a price 
and submits it to the War Industries Board; it is not a 
necessary procedure, but a very comfortable one to have 
them share the responsibility. It is the Secretary of War 
who makes the contract. The General advised that leg- 
islative action be taken to make all sums appropriated 
available for any purpose in the discretion of the office. 

Senator Weeks said that any failure of Congress to 
act on that or any similar matter will be duo to the fail- 
ure of the administrative office to make it known to 
Congress. 

To illustrate the volume of business done by the Ord- 
nance Department it has expended $1,500,000,000 since 
war was declared and hundreds of officers are engaged 
day and night in the work of the Department. They are 
dealing with manufacturers, explaining specifications, 


showing drawings, and are pushing the production of 
toluol for the T.N.T. 

In answer to a question by Senator Wadsworth, the 
witness stated that ordinarily a line officer might com- 
municate directly with any of the bureaus in regard to 
matters strictly connected with the bureau, in the case 
of the cantonments; where everything was needed, but 
an order had been made that no requisitions should be 
made directly from the cantonments ‘to the Ordnance 
Department. He said that there had been but little de- 
lay—and that had been unavoidable—on the part of The 
Adjutant General’s office, although he knew it would aid 
his department if commissions for greatly desired offi- 
cers could, on his recommendation, be expedited. The 
Department has sent officers to the other side to be in 
touch with the situation over there and it is keeping 
some there at the present time. It has also had the ben- 
efit of both French and British ordnance officers here to 
advise where their experience will be of assistance. 

Field Artillery and Munitions. 

He informed the committee that it was decided to 
adopt the French standard field gun, the 75 milimeter, 
when the French and British commissions were in this 
country. The important fact that no single piece of 
heavy ordnance is interchangeable with that of our 
Allies was brought out. Ammunition for the British 
9.2-inch gun and the French 240-milimeter cannot be 
used in the new American 9.5 weapon. 

“Do you~ think that the general ‘superiority of the 
newly designed 9.5-inch gun outweighs these other ad- 
vantages?” asked Senator Wadsworth. 

“I think without material change in design the gun 
could use the French shell,” replied General Crozier. 

Contracts have been let for 78,000,000 artillery shells, 
the witness said, of which 2,000,000 had been delivered, 
but the bulk of deliveries under these contracts would 
not be made until June 1918. 

The Army will have an ample supply of hand gren- 
ades, trench mortars, signal rockets, rifle grenades and 
all the smaller weapons of trench warfare. The initial 
supply will come from the French, for they were not so 
well known here as on the other side and it has taken a 
little time to get our factories to make them; but they 
are easily produced and there is no question of shortage. 
There is available all the harness that can be used for 
the other side, but the same cannot be said for the needs 
in the camps. The contracts have been let, but they 
are behind time. The Ordnance Department has. all 
the heavy motors that it needs or has arranged for their 
delivery as they are wanted. 

General Crozier was then excused with the assurance 
that he should keep the committee informed as to all 
the objects for which his department required legislation. 

After the hearing of General Crozier by the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs, Senator Weeks said to 
the representative of the Army AND NAvy JouRNAL that 
he wanted to have it understood that it was not the 
committee’s object to put anyone on the grill. It was 
seeking first to take a survey of the field that would put 
the facts before them; and then by suggestion or legis- 
lation, where it was needed, to contribute all that Con- 
gress could to the common end, the winning of the war. 
He realized, he added, that the War Department has a 
tremendous task before it, and that it must have all the 
support that the Congress and the nation can offer. 

Col. I. N. Lewis, U.S.A., retired, inventor of the ma- 
chine gua which bears his name, was to have been called 
by the committee on Dec. 18, but he was unable to at- 
tend the hearings that day. Congressman Medill Mc- 
Cormick, one of the party of representatives who visited 
the French front after the adjournment of the special 
session of Congress, was called. Henry Gatling, son of 
the inventor, also was a witness on Dec. 18. 


Congressman McCormick’s Statement. 


Congressman McCormick was heard in executive ses- 
sion, but later, with the permission of the committee, he 
gave out a statement which in at least one particular 
seemed to flatly contradict the testimony of General 
Crozier. The latter had stated that the British and 
French governments had been able without inconvenience 
to themselves to supply artillery for our forces in France. 
Mr. McCormick said that he had “told the committee that 
neither the French nor the Italians have any artillery to 
spare.” His statement added, on this subject: “The 
British, who, in proportion to their front, have more guns 
by far than either of their western allies, will not have 
guns enough until next spring. The guns which the 
French give us they give because the immediate necessity 
of our little Army in France is even greater than their 
own. 

“General Petain said to me: ‘Make guns. Send us guns 
and ammunition rather than steel billets. We are grate- 
ful for the little force you have sent us. The echo of its 
footfalls carried liope to every hearth in France; but as 
it grows there must be a period when we shall be taxed 
to supply it. * * * You will understand how urgent 
it is to send us guns, “middle heavies” and shells, in or- 
der that-we may be armed to win victories and to defend 
ourselves so that some of us may be alive to fight by your 
side when at last America is ready. 

“The Italien army, when I was on the Carso and in 
the Trentino, had something less than one-quarter as 
many guns as the British and French armies combined, 
although there was no great difference in the length of 
the fronts. In Italy they suffered from a shortage of 
ammunition, which limited the extent of their advance 
toward Trieste and the road to Laibach. 

“The middie heavy is to this war what the steam shovel 
was to Panama. If we make guns enough and transport 
them to Europe before the spring of 1919 we ought to 
win this war without terrible losses. Without the guns 
we shall lose the men and maybe lose the war. I believe 
that Hurley is going to solve the shipping problem. 
Therefore, the most urgent thing we have to do is to 
build guns and to manufacture ammunition. 

“We must build for ourselves and the Allies 25,000 
eannon. That is not a figure summoned from my inner 
consciousness. It is the estimate of the best military 
opinion in Europe. But apparently we shall have pro- 
duced practically no guns within a year after our declara- 
tion of war. It seems evident enough that we must ere- 
ate a Department of Munitions just as the French and 
English have done. The task of organizing armies and 
forging weapons of destruction was too great even foy the 
great Kitchener, so Lloyd George, perhaps the greatest 
of the public servants among the enemies of Germany, 
was put to the task of organizing the manufacture of 
ammunition and guns. In France the Minister of Muni- 
tions, when I was there, was Loucheur, one of the ablest 
industrial organizers in the country. 

“The lesson to us in plain. The problem of gun and 
ammunition-making is so big that even the ablest indus- 
trial executive in America will find he is taxed to the 
ultimate in directing their production. Time is the es- 
sence of victory, and cannon are the weapons. by which it 
must be won. We must make guns enough in time to 
win. 

Samuel Vauclain, vice-president of the Baldwin Loco- 
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motive Company and a member of the Civilian Adviso 
Committee of the War Industries Board in charge a 
munitions work, stated that with equipment of many ‘ta 
tories which had never before engaged in making ordnance 
the supply would be adequate in the future to equip the 
American forces. : 

Representatives of the munition manufacturers a 
peared before the committee on Wednesday and Thury. 
day; Major Gen. H. G. Sharpe, Q.M.C., was to appear 
on Friday; and Col. Isaac Lewis, U.S.A., will be heard 
on Saturday. 

Munitions Makers Testify. 

At the hearing on Wednesday, the witnesses were 
Louis E. Stoddard, general manager of the Marlin Arms 
Company; H. S. Kimball, president of the Remington 
Arms Company; C. C. Tyler, vice-president of the Rem- 
ington; J. H. Otterson, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Winchester Arms Company, and Charles H 
Schlacks, manager of. the Remington branch at Eddy. 
stone, Pa. - 

Mr. Kimball in his testimony said: “Had we been no- 
tified in April, immediately after war was declared, that 
the Government wanted us to begin making the modified 
Enfield rifle as soon as our, British contracts were over 
we could have begun deliveries late in July or early in 
August. As it was, the contracts were let to us July 12 
and delivery did not begin until October.” He was asked 
if the change made in the British Enfield rifle so that it 
wotld take the same ammunition as the American Spring- 
field rifle, improved it. ‘The change was proper and 
wise,” he said. “It would have been a mistake to speed 
up rifle production at the cost of standardizing ammuni- 
tion. The United States is now getting a superior quality 
of ammunition, and the modified Enfield rifle to be used 
by American troops is much superior to the British En- 
field.” 

“The committee cannot understand why, with war i 
minent, no contract was made until July,” said Sez 
Hitchcock. Mr. Kimball answered that if the W 
partment had not decided to modify the British E 
his company could have turned out the British type 
out delay. He added: “It would have been a gr 
take to have retained the old rifle, compelling co1 
use of much inferior ammunition.” 

Machine Gun Delays. 

Mr. Stoddard, of the Marlin Company, testified his 
company could have produced 40,000 machine guns by 
this time, or. enough to supply more than 1,500,000 men, 
whereas the War Department now is depending on the 
French Government for its supply of machine guns. He 
considered the gun of the Colt lever type he tried to sell 
the Ordnance Department inferior to the newer guns, but 
said: “It was better than no gun at all. It would kill 
men.” P 

Finally he received an order for and delivered a certain 
number of Colt guns. His company is now making Mar- 
lin aviation guns for use in airplanes and also the heavy 
type Browning gun. The company expects to produce 
light Browning guns afterwards. 

The committee asked Mr. Stoddard questions to find 
out why there was so much delay in the War Department 
in the letting of contracts for machine guns. i 
that on Feb. 1, 1917, he received a telegram from Ad- 
miral Earle, chief of the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy, 
asking him to come to Washington. He was told by 
Admiral Earle to go ahead and produce as many guns as 
he could and that he would yet an order later. He then 
walked over to the Army Ordnance Department, where he 
met Lieut. Col. John H. Rice, who had charge of machine 
gun problems. 

“We have gone ahead ordering supplies and tools for 
our Colt guns to shoot American ammunition,” he told 
Colonel Rice. 

“What did you do that for?’ he said Colonel Rice asked 
him. 

“We anticipated trouble. 

“Who is going to pay for your supplies?” 

“We expect the War Department to pay for them.” 

“We're not interested,” Colonel Rice answered, accord- 
ing to Mr. Stoddard's testimony. He said he told Colo- 
nel Rice that machine gun manufacturing facilities in the 
United. States were limited and that if the War Depart- 
ment wanted guns to supply a million men it had better 
order them right away. “It was utterly impossible,” he 
added, “to make the Ordnance Department realize the 
possibilities of war, and we simply folded our tents and 
went home.” Mr. Stoddard declared that his company 
offered to sell machine guns to the War Department for 
$500 each, but the offer was turned down. Under orders 
placed since the contract price has been doubled. 

Mr. Otterson, of the Winchester Company, who was 
chairman of an ammunition standardization committee 
appointed by Secretary Baker, said his company was 
making different kinds of guns and cartridges for the 
Government, and told of difficulties which rifle manu- 
facturers met in the production of guns. 

Mr. Otterson testified that Col. J. T. Thompson, head 
of the Small Arms Division of the Ordnance Department, 
conferred with him and other manufacturers between 
June 11 and 15. “He had different views from the other 
ordnance officers we had talked with as to the inter- 
changeability of the parts of the rifle,” said the witness. 
“Up* to that time we had not delivered any rifles, but 
had made many parts. Colonel Thompson increased the 
number of interchangeable parts from seven, which we 
had agreed upon earlier, to forty-four, and later to fifty- 
one. That meant delay. There was so much uncertainty 
that on June 18 we ordered our shops to slow down pro- 
duction. General Crozier was called in and he agreed 
that we should go ahead, but arrange for a higher degree 
of interchangeability. That was July 2. On July 18 I 
received a telegram from General Crozier not to increase 
the interchangeability. On Aug. 13 we delivered our first 
rifles. Our contract called for Nov. 10. We were two 
months in advance of our contract.” 

Mr. Otterson said that his plant began the manufacture 
of ammunition without contracts, but with the under- 
standing that orders would be given later. He said the 
War Department did not furnish dies and gauges as the 
law provides. He declared there was considerable delay 
in the department while details were being threshed out. 
First unfavorable industrial conditions also contributed 
to delay. 

The Winchester Company received in Se 
large order for the light type of Browning machine | ; 
Otterson said, and has finished completely only two guns 
up to this tame. Delivery on a small scale will begin in 4 
short time, with the intention of building up to capacity 
this summer. - 

Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, brought out that if 
the Winchester Company had received an order for ma- 
chine guns on May 1, when the Browning gun was 
adopted, guns could have been produced by Sept. 1. . 

Mr. Kimball, of the Remington Co., was emphatic 10 
his approval of the change to the modified Enfield rifle. 
If the British rifle unmodified had been used, he said, it 
would have been necessary to send to our front ammuni- 
tion that was admittedly inferior. The British discarded 
that ammunition before the war and only took it up 
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again because of the emergency. It would have been a 
grav mistake to build up a large production of inferior 
ammunition when in the same time we could build up 
just as great a production of superior ammunition. 

Mr. Kimball and other manufacturers paid a high 
tribute to the Browning machine gun and to John Brown- 
ing. its inventor. The Browning gun, light and heavy 
types. has been adopted for the U.S. Army. “Our repre- 
sentative considered the Browning gun the finest he had 
ever seen,” said Mr. Kimball. “It went through all the 
tests in almost perfect condition. He had never seen a 
gun anything like it and he had had experience with prac- 
tically every machine gun in the world: John Browning, 
the inventor, probably is the greatest gunmaker in the 
world. He has made many sporting guns and many guns 
for warfare, and we have never known him to fail.” 

Fred H. Colvin, editor of the American Machinist, 
appearing on Dec. 20, declared it to be his opinion that 
production of munitions would be increased forty per 
cent if the exact specifications were not required in in- 
stances whére slight differences would have no effect on 
the military value of the article. He cited bayonets as 
a case in point, declaring that variations of 1-1000 of 
an inch in length was enough to cause rejection when 
common sense shows that 1-16 of an inch of difference 
could be passed. Mr. Colvin said that he personally 
had taken pictures as late as August, 1917, of skilled 
workmen “playing checkers” in munition plants because 
of the delay of the Government in signing checks. He 
produced correspondence passing between himself and 
Secretary of War Baker in which the witness had ex- 
pressed the-opinion that assenal officers were not quali- 
fied as production engineers. 

Additional testimony regarding the delay in machine- 
gun production was given by Vice President B. M. W. 
Hanson, of the Colt Arms Company, Hartford, Conn. 
Although no contracts for the Browning gun were let 
until July, his firm had gone ahead with preliminary 
work, he said. The American rifle and ammunition 
were declared by this witness to be superior to those of 
the Allies and at least equal to any used by the Ger- 
mans. 

OOP 7 
THE NAVY DEPARTMENT INQUIRY. 

The investigation of the Navy Department, conducted 
pursuant to the adoption of a resolution submitted by 
Representative Oliver in the House on Dec. 14, was be- 
gun on Dec. 19 with Secretary Daniels and Paymaster 
Gen. Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., appearing before a sub- 
committee of the House Naval Affairs Committee. Only 
the one session was held, the sub-committee then adjourn- 
ing subject to call. 
held early in January. As usual in such investigations 
much trifling and extraneous matter was introdueed, 
Secretary Daniéls being plied with questions ranging 


The next session is scheduled to be 


from the clothing supply, prices paid for materials and 
ship construction to lack of aid given to Vice Admiral 
Sims. The most striking contribution to our knowledge 
of Navy affairs was Mr. Daniels’s satement that the Navy 
had under construction 424 “capital and important 
ships,” this being exclusive, of course, of the special pa- 
trol boats. Included in the 424 ships, he said, were bat- 
tle cruisers, battleships, scout cruisers, destroyers, fuel 
ships, gunboats, hospital ships, ammunition ships, sea- 
going tugs, minesweepers and submarines. Secretary 
Daniels said the Navy now had more than 1,000 ships in 
commission as against 300 two years ago, and an enlisted 
personnel of 280,000 officers and men, compared with 
64,680 men and 4,376 officers when America declared war. 

Methods of contracting were discussed at length. ““New 
methods of contracting have been demanded,” Mr. Dan- 
iels said, “and fortunately Congress in its wisdom gave 
the necessary latitude to speed up construction. For 
early construction ashore and to hasten construction 
of ships, it has been necessary in some instances to make 
contracts on a cost plus ten per cent. basis. Frankly I 
do not like such contracts and never make them where it 
is possible to do otherwise. Of 496 contracts for work 
on shore only sixty-two were on the percentage basis. 
With present conditions, the cost of that class of work 
is satisfactory,” said the Secretary. “Conditions are 
such, however, that when I pay the bill it is so large I do 
it painfully. I find I am a little more liberal than I 
ought to be. We pay for speed. That is everything. 
We have had to advance money to some manufacturers 
so that they could get their facilities. We have tried to 
use this power most conservatively, but we have not hes- 
itated to use it when it was the only way to get quick 
results. In no case, however, do I think you will find that 
such funds have been advanced without perfect security 
that the Government will eventually get its money's 
worth.” 

Mr. Daniels said where the percentage basis is used 
the inspection force is double. He believed that under 
present conditions the cost plus ten per cent. contracts 
were about as good as the fixed prices; besides no con- 
tractor would take a destroyer at a fixed cost. Seere- 
tary Daniels declared a serious problem is to get enough 
aireraft. He said an estimate of 10,000 machines and 
5,000 flyers is well within the correct number, and that 
by spring the airplanes would be assembled. 

“Of the utter groundlessness of the criticisms of those 
who speak without knowledge regarding our ships in re- 
serve before war was declared,” said he, “you will per- 
ceive when you learn how quickly and with how little 
friction, how almost automatically, every one of the re- 
serve ships, which had been pictured as slowly melting 
into heaps of rust at their docks, was manned, provi- 
sioned and sent out when the time came, ready to give 
account of themselves. They have trained hundreds of 
nen for gun crews and other important naval service.” 

Mr. Daniels said work is progressing rapidly on ‘the 
submarine chasers, but that there is “no great enthus- 
asm” about them. He did not regard them as a perma- 
nent part of the Navy equipment. They are being used 
argely for coast patrol, but he said they could be used to 
advantage otherwise. “Whatever shing we have, small or 

irge,” he explained, “are to be used where needed.” One 
rouble found in their construction was the engine. That, 
he said, is being perfected rapidly. ‘Touching on the 
armed guards for merchant vessels, Mr. Daniels said the 

‘avy had been able to equip every ship that asked for 
hem. “When you come to wfite the story of the war 

ne of the most thrilling chapters will be where the young 

en have been trained and been put on these ships,” he 
said. 

Mr. Britten had several lively interchanges with Mr. 
Daniels over some phases of the censorship, which he de- 

lared to be “silly,”’ and about reported differences be- 
ween Vice Admiral Sims and the Navy Department over 
he failure of the department to comply with requests of 
Admiral Sims. Mr. Daniels said some of Mr. Britten's 
tatements were based on “mess gossip” and “penny-a- 
liner rumor” like “the story that I had refused to allow 
an officer to go over because I had heard he had taken a 


drink.” “Admiral Sims,” Secretary Daniels continued, 
“has made no complaints. He asked for men who could 
not be sent. He has made no complaints. On the con- 
trary there is no question about him getting everything 
the Navy Department could supply.” Mr. Britten indi- 
cated he expected to call some officers and examine them 
about conditions abroad. 

Paymaster Gen. McGowan explained to the committee 
that all purchases for the entire naval establishment ex- 
cept armor plate, guns and ammunition, had been cen- 
tralized in the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts under 
his direction so that advantage could be taken of favorable 
market conditions. Now, however, the markets are ab- 
normal, he sata, this being reflected in increased costs of 
naval operation, including the daily ration allowance. As 
an illustration of how the bureau operates to secure 
needed supplies when none are available on the market, 
Admiral McGowan told of seizing 1,000 tons of tin. 

“We needed the tin and tried to get it,” he said. “But 
the tinplate people did not want to give it up, because it 
would interfere with their stocks. The War Industries 
Board had no power to commandeer the tin. We found 
out where there were tin stocks and sent naval officers to 
those places with orders to hold the tin subject to Navy 
orders. It wasn’t commandeering; we just seized it.” 

Reverting to a suggestion of Mr. Britten that shoes 
to» large and overcoats too small had been sent to the 
Great Lakes Station, Mr. McGowan said if his orders had 
been carried out promptly this would have been obviated. 
“Secretary Daniels has struck the keynote in saying 
that recruiting was almost too successful in view of the 
need of quick and complete clothing of the men,” he de- 
clared. “They had the same difficulty in England. How- 
ever, every man in our Navy is amply clothed.” Reply- 
ing to Mr. Britten again, Mr. McGowan said there was 
no likelihood of a shortage of clothing at any time, and 
added that life preservers have been supplied for every 
enlisted man who goes to sea.

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GENERAL GORGAS REPORTS ON CAMPS. 

Major Gen. William C. Gorgas, Surgeon General of the 
Army, made a personal inspection recently of conditions 
at four camps where soldiers are being trained for service 
in France and wrote reports on them between Noy. 29 
and Dec. 17. which were transmitted to the Chief of 
Staff and then made public by Secretary Baker on Dec. 
18. General Gorgas’s inspection was made at Camp 
Bowie, Texas, Camp Funston, Kansas, Camp Doniphan, 
Oklahoma, and Camp Sevier, South Carolina. At three 
of the camps National Guard troops are quartered. At 
these the men live in tents. The other report tells of 
conditions at a cantonment of the National Army, where 
the soldiers are quartered in comfortable wooden bar- 
racks and have hot water and ample bathing and toilet 
facilities under shelter. 

With the exception of that at Camp Funston, none of 
the camp base hospitals has been completed, General Gor- 
gas says, and this is handicapping the medical officers in 
treating patients. He recommends the rushing of this 
work, particularly the installation of the necessary 
plumbing. General Gorgas points out that practically all 
the disease is brought to the camps by incoming men, and 
recommends the establishment of observation camps for 
all newcomers so that they may be observed for such 
time as the division surgeon shall deem necessary. 

The reports show that in addition to deaths from other 
causes there have been in the last month sixty fatal cases 
of pneumonia at Camp Sevier, eleven deaths from pneu- 
monia at Camp Doniphan, forty-three deaths from pneu- 
monia at Camp Funston, and forty-one deaths from pneu- 
monia at Camp Bowie. At some of these places menin- 
gitis has caused deaths. At Camp Bowie there were 
2,900 cases of measles in the month covered, and at Camp 
Sevier 2,000 cases. There were seventy cases of menin- 
gitis at Camp Funston with twenty-two deaths. 

General Gorgas refers to the fact that soldiers have 
been obliged to wear summer clothing in winter weather, 
and attributes the prevalence of pneumonia partly to this 
vause. Of conditions at Camp Sevier, where the Na- 
tional Guard commands of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina and Tennessee are quartered in tents, he says in 
part: 

“Sanitary conditions here are serious. Sixty men have 
died of pneumonia in the last month. The camp has been 
exposed to a general epidemic of measles, about 2,000 
cases having occurred within the last month. During the 
same’ period they have had 175 cases of pneumonia and 
fifteen cases of meningitis. The new coxscripts of this 
command are men who are non-immune to measles. They 
come from the neighboring Southern states, where pop- 
ulation is scarce, and therefore have not had measles in 
childhood. Always, with measles, a certain number of 
cases of pneumonia occur. The mortality of pneumonia 
from any cause is always high. 

“The basic unsanitary condition. however, in my opin- 
ion, is overcrowding. In the past, in this camp, the divi- 
sion commander has had to put eleven and twelve men in 
a tent, due to the shortage of tentage. At present he has 
to put nine men in a tent, which gives about twenty-eight 
square feet to the man. I urge that the division com- 
mander be directed to furnish at least fifty square feet of 
floor space to the man, which would give about five men 
to the tent. I also recommend that an observation camp 
be established, where fresh men can be isolated and kept 
under observation for at least two weeks, or until the 
camp itself shows evidence of being free from infection. 

“The division commander tells me that he expects a 
large increase in the force at an early date. I urge that 
no fresh men be sent to this camp until the division com- 
mander says that he is able to care for them along the 
lines of this recommendation. There has been a good 
deal of discomfort and exposure on account of the men 
having nothing but their summer clothing. This has been 
in great part corrected in the last ten days by the arrival 
of woolen clothing and overcoats. The O.D. wool has not 
yet been issued, but the authorities are informed that it 
is on the ways The whole command is still in khaki. 
Heat and plumbing are badly needed in the hospital. 
Both were authorized two weeks ago. I recommend that 
the matter be pressed and the hospital be equipped in this 
respect at just as early a date as possible. 

Practically the same conditions prevail at Camps Don- 
iphan, Funston and Bowie, according to General Gorgas. 
For_all of them he recommends that observation camps 
shall be established, where new troops may be sent for a 
period of two weeks or so to determine whether there is 
disease among them. In his report concerning Camp 
Doniphan, dated Dec. 17, he says: “The command until 
recently has had nothing but summer clothing.’ General 
Gorgas attributes the bad health conditions at Doniphan 
to overcrowding of tents. 

At Camp Bowie General Gorgas reports forty-one 
deaths in the last month from pneumonia out of 409 
eases admitted to the hospital. About 2,000 cases of 
measles have developed in the same time. Of this camp 





he says: “There is a great deal of uneasiness and criti- 
cism among the people with regard to conditions here, 
which are worse, from the sanitary point of view, than 
in any of the camps I have visited. “The base hospital is 
unfinished, without water, plumbing, or sewerage cond- 
tions. I recommend that telegraphic instructions be sent 
to the division commander at once to put in plumbing, 
water and sewer connections, and electric cookers in all 
the wards. 

“I think the recommendations I have made will tend 
to correct the existing sanitary errors, but I cannot urge 
too strongly that they be put into effect at once. The 
camp sites and surroundings are all that can be desired. 
The troops and general conditions are good, with the ex- 
ception of such conditions as relate to the epidemic dis- 
eases at present prevailing.” 

The Surgeon General reports that among the 36,000 
drafted men injected into the Camp Funston cantonment 
in October were many pneumonia carriers, that part of 
the country being known, he says, to all health officers as 
having been for several years the principal endemic center 
in the civil population for meningitis. General Gorgas 
recommends the relieving of overcrowded conditions, the 
oiling of nearby roads to keep down the dust, and the 
erection and heating of ambulance sheds to obviate the 
present difficulties found in getting the motor ambulance 
started elas the cold weather, because of the freezing 
of the water in the radiators.

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REPAIRING THE GERMAN SHIPS. 

Just what damage was done to some of the self-in- 
terned German and Austrian merchant ships by their 
own men in American ports prior to the declaration of 
a state of war against Germany by the United States is 
first revealed authoritatively by two U. S. Navy oflicers 
who were chiefly instrumental in repairing the ships. 
These facts are to be found in two papers in the Novem- 
ber issue of the Journal of the American Society of Naval 
Engineers. One by Comdr. E. P. Jessop, U.S.N., is en- 
titled “Repairing German Vandalism by Electric Weld- 
ing,’ and the second, by Naval Constr. H. G. Knox, U. 
S.N., is called “Welding Main Engine Cylinders, Ger- 
man Ships Neckar, Rheim and Bulgaria.” Aside from 
their great technical interest these papers are distin- 
guished by showing how admirably and how quickly our 
Navy officers repaired several vessels that were obvi- 
ously believed to be irretrievably damaged by the Ger- 
man government, which was responsible for the action 
of the officers and crews of these ships. In the sum- 
mary of the papers of Commander Jessop and Construc- 
tor Knox we will not discuss the technical aspects of 
their work, but only set down the damage they found 
done on the ships. 

Commander Jessop says that all of the vessels he was 
concerned with were “badly run down and in need of an 
extensive overhaul.” Inspection “developed the fact that 
the vandalism on all vessels was, in general, the same, 
which would indicate that general instructions had been 
issued to all commanding officers by the same agent. 
It also appears that the parts damaged, as a rule, were 
those probably on hand as spare parts in the home ports 
of the vessels. In case this country did not enter the 
war the ships could be again commissioned by utilizing 
spare parts already provided.” 

Broken cylinders were the chief agencies of destruc- 
tion used by the Germans and Austrians, this being true 
in the cases of the President Lincoln, Armenia, Nas- 
sovia, Pisa, Prinzess Irene, Friedrich der Grosse, Koenig 
Wilhelm II. On the last named ship “the intermediate 
piston rod on each engine was badly bent, but not so 
badly as to preclude its being straightened and replaced. 
This work is now completed. In no cases were the boil- 
ers of these vessels maliciously injured, and in very 
few cases were the major auxiliaries tampered with. 
From the methods used in disabling the-machinery it 
would appear that the Germans had a definite plan in 
view, and it is very probable that all parts broken have 
duplicates already cast-and ready in Germany to replace 
them at the end of the war. In a number of the ships 
the engines were disabled by breaking or throwing cver- 
board the throttle valves. The procuring of new throt- 
tle valves has generally taken as much time as the re- 
pairs of the breaks to the machinery.” 

Commander Jessop continues: “The case of the Vater- 
land is quite different from that of any other of the 
ships. The Vaterland, being the largest ship afloat and 
the most complicated, seems to have had inferior engi- 
neering talent operating it. Her engines are of the Par- 
sons type of turbine, there being four ahead and four 
astern turbines on four shafts. All the ahead engines 
were found in excellent condition and all of the astern 
engines were found more or less damaged. The major 
part of this damage seems to have been due to faulty op- 
eration and not to malicious intent. Cracks were found 
in the casing of the starboard H.P. backing turbine. 
These were so extensive that it was palpable that the 
engines had not been used on the last run. This view 
has been corroborated since by the discovery of certain 
written matter on boerd showing that the. vessel made 
the last trip on three propellers and at reduced speed. 
One crack in the lowest casing of this turbine extended 
a distance of about eight feet around the circumference 
of the steam belt. Other cracks were found in the up- 
per half of the casing. In addition to this the dummy 
cylinder was found cracked in three places, all being in 
the wake of the nozzle box. This turbine has one stage 
of impulse- blading, and, as the action of the nozzle boxes 
had evidently been such as to distort the casing and de- 
velop the cracks which were found, it was decided to 
eut off the impulse blading entirely. While this will re- 
duce the economy in these engines, it is not believed that 
it will reduce the backing power to any extent, since 
more steam will be admitted to the reaction blades than 
formerly. Beside the damage to the blading of the back- 
inz turbines a few minor attempts at disabling the ship 
were discovered. One section of suction pipe to the fire 
and bilge pumps was found with holes bored in it, these 
holes plugged up with putty and red lead and then cov- 
ered so that they would not be discovered. The glands 
for the stern-tube stuffing box had been removed and 
strewn through the bilges. A great deal of water had 
entered the sterntube compartment. A!l parts of these 
glands were located and replaced and the compartments 
cleared of water.” 

Constructor Knox says of the ships that came under 
his observation: “When the Neckar, Rhein and Bul- 
garia were turned over to the Norfolk Navy Yard for 
repairs their main engine cylinders had been badly dam- 
aged. The ships are all twin screw and equipped with 
quadruple expansion engines of the usual marine type. 
Of the twenty-four cylinders on the three ships seven- 
teen were damaged. Of this number fifteen required 
welding. This applies to the cylinders proper. In ad- 
dition there were several broken fittings and cracked 
cylinder liners. In the course of repairs the only cast-

The Troops in France. 

General Pershing issued a general order on Dec. 16 
announcing that hereafter all temporary appointments 
and promotions in the American Expeditionary Forces 
will be on a selective plan. Recommendations for ap- 
pointments and promotions must be based solely on dem- 
onstrated fitness and capacity of the man. Under this 
system of temporary promotéon, a first lieutenant who has 
demonstrated special qualities and fitness may find him- 
self a temporary captain, or even a temporary major. 
Regular reports on the fitness of all officers of all ranks 
are to be made for guidance in transfer and promotion. 
thus making sure that the soldiers are under competent 
leaders. 

‘the order makes all non-commissioned officers, even 
corporals, eligible for a school which is being established 
at a large training center for the instruction of candi- 
dates for commissions. Privates who desire to become 
officers must first demonstrate their efficiency by earning 
appointment as non-commissioned officers. The non-com- 
missioned officers will be sent to the training school on 
recommendation of their superiors, which will be for- 
warded by the commanders of divisions or other separate 
units, and by the chiefs of departmental staffs to the com- 
mauder-in-chief. Officers charged with this duty are in- 
structed to give the most careful consideration to the 
record of those recommended, having in view, in the case 
of non-commissioned officers of the line, only the fighting 
Cfliciency of his unit, and in all other cases only the 
ability to perform duties efficiently. 

Candidates found to be proficient will be assigned to 
vacancies as second lieutenants of replacement divisions. 
Thence they will go to fill vacancies occasioned by cas- 
ualties and other causes in combat divisions. There will 
be no limit to the number of second lieutenants in the re- 
placement divisions. On the contrary, it is recommended 
that there be at least three times as many in a given 
organization as in a corresponding combat division. With- 
in the combat units vacancies to the extent of one-third 
of the total will be filled in this manner, and two-thirds 
by promotion within the combat unit itself. 

In the replacement divisions, vacancies from the grade 
of first lieutenant to colonel will be filled by officers re- 
covering from wounds and officers who have received no 
assignments. Those fully recovering from wounds will 
be assigned to the combat units. Arriving depot battal- 
ions hereafter will be considered part of the replacement 
divisions. 

The organization was announced on Dec. 14 of a 
branch of the Army whose sole duty is to arrange for the 
proper burial of our soldiers who die in France and for 
the care of their graves. A unit of two officers and fifty 
then is provided for each Army division. They are to 
arrange for proper burials and also to take care of the 


divisional cemetery. The size of the units is to be in- 
creased if the needs demand.

They were finished on Dec. 1 and 
were occupied on Dec. 8. e also built a temporary mess 
hall to the midshipmen’s mess, and now we are quartering 
and messing 1,900 midshipmen and Reserve officers. This 
work has not interfered with the regular routine work of the 
Naval Academy. Only six new instructors have been_added 
to the educational force of the Academy to instruct the Reserve 
officers and midshipmen, but the sections have been doubled, 
all feel the pressure, and everything is working smoothly. An 
additional mess hall is now being built at Bancroft Hall which, 
when completed, will, with the old hall. accommodate 2,200. In 
addition there is in progress the erection of permanent wings 
for quarters to Bancroft Hall. These wings will accommodate 
1,000 midshipmen, One wing is expected to be completed by 
Oct. 1, 1918, when work will be advanced on the other wing, 
which is expected to be finished a few months later. A _ perma- 
nent addition is now in course of erection to Ischar Hall, the 
Department of Marine Engineering and Naval Construction, for 
the instruction of students and midshipmen, and which will 
give more space for drawing rooms, recitation halls and machine 


shops. 

two hundred and four midshipmen of the Fourth Class 
are now quartered at the Marine Quarters, where they have 
their own mess hall and routine as at the Academy proper. 
There are more midshipmen than were in the whole Academy 
when I was here in 1881 as a midshipman. In addition to 
the improvements made and in progress in the Naval Academy, 
quarters for 600 are being erected at the rifle ranges for the 
accommodation of 600 men as they come down, from time to 
time, from camp to have their rifle practice. They are shoot- 
ing, living in tents and building quarters there all at the same 
time. Besides these improvements the Radio Station, on Green- 
berry’s Farm, is now being erected, and new stabling for the 
herd at the Midshipmen’s Farm, at Gambrill’s, twelve miles

V--The attention of the War Department has been called to 
the large number of applications for discharge of enlisted men 
on the ground of dependency, in which it appears that the ap- 
plicant for such discharge fraudulently enlisted as single by 
concealing the fact that he was a married man. In any such 
ease in which trial is not deemed necessary the soldier will 
be informed of his liability to punishment for the offense of 
fraudulent enlistment, and will be given an opportunity to make 
a substantial allotment of his pay for the support of his wife. 
This allotment shall correspond to that required and provided 
for by Sec. 201 of Act No. 90, 65th Congress, approved Oct. 
6, 1917, entitled, “An act t© amend an act entitled, ‘An act 
te authorize the establishment of a bureau of war-risk insurance 
in the Treasury Department.’” If he makes such allotment 
and in addition thereto makes the written application provided 
for in Sec. 204 of the above-mentioned act of Congress, he will 
be held to service, and disciplinary action in respect of his 
fraudulent enlistment will be suspended pending the continu- 
ance of such allotment. Should he omit to make such allot- 
ment or to make the written application as above provided for, 
he will be held to service and disciplinery action will be taken 
in his case.

The Pxesident directs that there be organized for the 
period of the existing emergency, the enlisted strength thereof 
te be raised and maintathed by voluntary enlistment or draft, a 
Chemical Service Section of the National Army; the officers to 
be provided as authorized by Par. 8, Sec. 2 and Sec. 9, of the 
act of Congress approved May 18, 1917, 

2. The following personnel is authorized for the Chemical 
Service Section of the National Arm 

Commissioned: Lieutenant oslens, 2; majors, 4; captains, 
6; first lieutenants, 10; second lieutenants, 25; total commis- 
sioned, 47.

3. All communications relative to the operations of the vari

fied, affidavits showing date and place of birth and citizenship; 
if naturalized, the court, date, and place of naturalization. Ap 
plicant$ will also state in their applictions any special quali- 
fications which they may possess for duty in the Quartermaster 
Corps. 

4. Applicants will appear in person before the board, and 
subsequent to the physical examination the board will make in-

2. Discharged soldiers of the Regular Army who are suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis contracted in line of duty can obtain ad- 
mission to this hospital only through the Soldiers’ Home, Wash- 
ington, D.C. : 

3. Soldiers of the National Guard when in the service of the 
United States and soldiers of the National Army are entitled to 
treatment at Fort Bayard so long as they are on the status of 
enlisted men.

4. Two rooms are provided by the Quartermaster Corps at 
a lodging house in Deming, N. Mex., for the accommodation of 
enlisted patients traveling to or from this hospital, who find it 
necessary to spend the night in Deming. Patients sent to Fort 
Bayard should be routed by the Quartermaster Corps over the 
Hanover and Fierro branch of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway to Bayard station, and not to Silver City, N.M. 

5. No quarters are available for the wives and families of 
officers and enlisted men who are sent to Fort Bayard as pa- 
tients. The nearest hotel is at Silver City. Patients of all 
classes are dire-ted not to bring their families with “them to the 
hospital.
